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Preface 


As state Librarian, I am pleased to be able to make available this 
copy of the library laws of our state. It is extremely important for 
those of us who occupy statutory positions to be thoroughly familiar 
with the scope, responsibilities and limitations of those positions. 


This is necessary not only to insure compliance with the law, but 
also to insure that we take full advantage of the law to extend the full 
complement of service authorized by law. This is particularly true with 
respect to library service. 


To be fully effective, these laws must be kept up to date. I cannot 
too strongly urge librarians and members of library boards to watch 
closely during the session of our General Assembly for any proposed 
legislation which would affect libraries, and to alert their own legislators 
when some is introduced. From my fourteen years’ experience as a 
member of the Illinois Senate, I know the members of both House and 
Senate will welcome and appreciate their views on such proposed 
legislation. When it is realized that substantially more than two 
thousand bills are introduced at a General Assembly session, it becomes 
obvious that the members cannot be intimately familiar with every one. 
They will be pleased to receive an evaluation of proposed changes in 
the law from interested, qualified persons. 


This will require vigilance and effort, but it will be worth it, be- 
cause it will keep our state laws governing libraries adequate to meet 
our needs and assure the patrons of our libraries the best service possible.

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Introduction 


ie issuE of Illinois Libraries replaces the pamphlet, “Library Laws 
of Illinois,” published by the Illinois State Library in 1945, 
Numerous changes in the state library laws have made the 1945 
pamphlet obsolete. The editors of Illinois Libraries, therefore, offer 
this revised edition of the laws as a handy reference guide for librarians, 
board members, city officials, and others interested in the legal problems 
of libraries. 

Arrangement of the laws in this issue differs from that of the 1945 
pamphlet and from the format used in the 1957 Illinois Revised Stat- 
utes. Compared with the IIl. Rev. Stat., this separate reprint differs 
only in grouping; the acts do not appear in the same sequence as in 
the Statutes. The 1945 pamphlet altered not only the sequence, but it 
split individual acts according to subject. Briefly, the grouping in the 
present edition follows four main divisions: Public Libraries, State 
Libraries, Records, and General Municipal Laws. Each main division is 
then subdivided, e.g., the Public Libraries division consists of laws 
governing city, village, town, and township libraries, county libraries, 
district libraries, and other specific types of libraries and library func- 
tions. For a complete divisional tabulation see the table of contents. 

This grouping, made for the convenience of our readers, does not 
result in a loss of identification with the Illinois Revised Statutes. At 
the close of its preamble, each act in “Library Laws of Illinois,” 1958, 
is labeled by chapter, section, and page reference, i.e., “An Act to. . . 
(Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap....., Sec..., p..........]”._ Each section 
of each act then gives the exact section reference to the Rev. Stat. This 
reference includes an introductory caption and a section number, both 
quoted from the Rey. Stat., which are printed in boldface and enclosed 
in brackets. The number standing outside the brackets and heading 
each section is the original section number assigned to the act in the 
Illinois Session Laws, and should not be confused with the numerical 
arrangement assigned under the Smith-Hurd classification, used in 
Illinois Revised Statutes. 

It should be kept in mind that the divisional setup is by “law” and 
not necessarily by “subject”; the same presentation is used in the Rev. 
Stat. Therefore, two laws governing the same topic are not in every 
case placed side by side. For example, sections 13-16 of the 1872 Public 
Library Act concern library building; a separate law passed in 1939 also 
concerns building. To find page references to both acts it is necessary 
to use the index, included with the issue.

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Types Of Public Library 


Organization 


CITY LIBRARY 


The library is established by the city council which annually levies 
a tax for maintenance. The maximum rate is fixed by the General 
Assembly. 


COUNTY LIBRARY 


A county library may be established by a county wide vote either 
in a general or special election. Support comes from an annual ap- 
propriation made by the county supervisors or commissioners. The 
whole county is given library service. By reason of the uniformity tax 
clause in the constitution of the State of Illinois, municipalities having 
libraries must contribute to the county library tax. These city or 
township libraries become centers or branches of the county library by 
the contract pian. 


DISTRICT LIBRARY 


The law authorizes, upon a referendum vote, the organization into 
a public library district all or any portion of territory in a county, or 
portions of territory in more than one but not more than five counties. 


ENDOWED LIBRARY 


An act was passed in 1891 enabling public libraries which have 
been founded by endowment or donations to incorporate and thus 
have power to hold or sell real and personal property. 


TOWNSHIP LIBRARY 


__ The single political township forms the library unit. The library 
is established and the tax rate fixed by a township election. The law 
grants authority to the library boards of two or more townships to enter 
into a contract for the maintenance of a common library. 


VILLAGE AND INCORPORATED TOWN LIBRARY 


Establishment, tax rate, and election of directors form one ballot 
and require a referendum. The law grants authority to the directors to 
contract for library service with a larger nearby library. 
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PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Cities, Villages, Incorporated 
Towns and Townships 


AN ACT to authorize cities, villages, incorporated towns and town 
ships to establish and maintain free public libraries and reading 
rooms. [Approved March 7, 1872; L. 1871-2, p. 609; title as 
amended by act approved June 30, 1921. L. 1921, p. 506. Ill. 
Rey. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 1-16, p. 458-463.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Public library—Establishment and maintenance—Taxa- 
tion—Abatement of taxes—Election on additional tax. § 1.] The 
city council of each incorporated city, whether organized under general 
law or special charter, shall have power to establish and maintain a 
public library and reading room for the use and benefit of the inhabi- 
tants of such city, and may levy a tax of not to exceed 1.2 mills on 
the dollar annually, on all the taxable property in the city for library 
purposes: Provided, that, if the city council desires to levy in any one 
year a tax in excess of 1.2 mills but not in excess of 2 mills for such 
purposes, such city council may, by ordinance, stating the tax rate 
desired, cause a proposition for an assent thereto to be submitted to 
the voters of such city at any general or special election, and, if a ma- 
jority of the votes cast upon such proposition shall be in favor thereof, 
the city council may thereafter levy annually a tax for library purposes 
at the authorized increased rate: Provided, further, if a city is situated 
partially or wholly within a township which levies a tax to establish 
and maintain a free public library under the provisions of this Act and 
such city receives any payments as provided by Section 10 of this Act 
from such township, such city shall reduce and abate from the tax 
levied by the authority of this Section a rate which would produce 
an amount equal to the amount received from such township: Provided, 
further, that in cities of over 150,000 inhabitants, such tax shall not 
exceed a rate which will produce, when extended, an amount not to 
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exceed $5,500,000 for maintenance and operation, and an additional tax 
at a rate which will produce when extended an amount not to exceed 
$250,000, for the purchase of sites and buildings, for the construction 
and equipment of buildings, for the rental of buildings required for 
library purposes, and for repairs and alterations of library buildings and 
equipment, such tax to be levied and collected in like manner with the 
general taxes of said city, and to be known as a library fund. Upon 
the filing in the office of the county clerk of a duly certified copy of any 
ordinance levying such tax the county clerk shall extend the same in 
the manner provided for the extension of city and village taxes: pro- 
vided, that in cities, having a population of less than 5,000, the proceeds 
of such tax shall be paid over by the person charged with the collection 
thereof to the board of directors of such library; provided, that said 
library taxes shall be in addition to all other taxes or tax rates authorized 
to be levied by any city, village or incorporated town or other taxing 
authority and shall not be a part of the taxes making up any rate 
prescribed as a limitation on the amount of taxes any city, village, 
incorporated town or other taxing authority may levy. As amended 
by act approved July 6, 1957. L. 1957, H. B. No. 829. 


Sec. la. [Post-war reserve funds. § la. Expired.] 


This section, added by L. 1945, p. 970, authorized library boards in cities over 
150,000 to accumulate post-war reserve funds during war time restriction on con- 
struction and until termination of war. 

The United States War Production Board was terminated bz: Executive Order 
No. 9638 of the President, Oct. 4, 1945, effective Nov. 3, 1945 and all function 
powers, employees, property and funds were transferred to the Civilian Production 
Administration.

Sec. 2. [Directors § 2.] When any city council shall have de- 
cided to establish and maintain a public library and reading room, under 
this act, the mayor of such city shall, with the approval of the city 
council, proceed to appoint a board of nine directors for the same, 
chosen from the citizens at large with reference to their fitness for 
such office; and not more than one member of the city council shall 
be at any one time a member of said board. 


Sec. 3. [Term of office—Removal. { 3.] Said directors shall 
hold office one-third for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third 
for three years, from the first of July following their appointment, 
and at their first regular meeting shall cast lots for the respective 
terms; and annually thereafter the mayor shall, before the first of 
July of each year, appoint as before three directors, to take the place 
of the retiring directors, who shall hold office for three years, and until 
their successors are appointed. The mayor may, by and with the con- 


me of the city council, remove any director for misconduct or neglect 
of duty. 
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Sec. 4. [Vacancies—Compensation. § 4.] Vacancies in the 
board of directors, occasioned by removals, resignation, or otherwise, 
shall be reported to the city council, and be filled in like manner as 
original appointments, ‘and no director shall receive compensation as 
such. 


Sec. 5. [Board of directors—Organization—Powers—B ond of 
Treasurer—By-laws—Deposit of moneys—Expenditure of library fund— 
Librarian and assistants—Compensation—R e m o v a ]}—Contracts and 
purchases. § 5.] Said directors shall immediately after appointment 
meet and organize by the election of one of their number president, and 
by the election of such other officers as they may deem necessary. Such 
directors in cities having a population of 5,000 or less, shall require the 
treasurer of such board or such other person as may be designated as the 
custodian of the moneys paid over to such board to give a bond to be 
approved by such board and in such amount, not less than one thou- 
sand nor more than ten thousand dollars, as may be fixed by such 
board, conditioned that he will safely keep and will pay over upon 
the order of such board all funds received and held by him for such 
board of directors. They shall make and adopt such by-laws, rules 
and regulations for their own guidance and for the government of 
the library and reading room as may be expedient, not inconsistent 
with this Act. They shall have the exclusive control of the expendi- 
ture of all moneys collected for such library and deposited to the 
credit of the library fund, and of the construction of any library 
building, and of the supervision, care and custody of the grounds, 
rooms or buildings constructed, leased or set apart for that purpose. 
All moneys received for such library in cities having a population of 
over 5,000, shall be deposited in the treasury of said city to the credit 
of the library fund and shall be kept separate and apart from other 
moneys of such city. In cities having a population of 5,000, or less, 
it shall be the duty of the board of directors of such library to deposit 
all such moneys paid over to it in a fund to be known as the library 
fund. Such fund may be drawn upon by the proper officers of said 
library, upon the properly authenticated vouchers of the library board. 
Said board shall have power to purchase or lease grounds, or to put 
chase, lease, erect and occupy an appropriate building or buildings for 
the use of said library. When a building erected or purchased by the 
board is not adapted to its purposes or needs the board may remodel 
or reconstruct such building. Said board may also, with the approval 
and consent of the city council, board of trustees, or board of town 
auditors, as the case may be, sell or otherwise dispose of any real or 
personal property that it deems no longer necessary or useful for library 
purposes. Said board shall have the power to appoint a suitable librarian 
and necessary assistants, and fix their compensation, and shall also have 
power to remove such appointees, and shall, in general, carry out the 
spirit and intent of this Act, in establishing and maintaining a public 
library and reading room. 
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In all cities of more than 500,000 population, the board of directors 
shall be governed by the provisions of Article 22A of the Revised Cities 
and Villages Act in relation to the letting of contracts and purchase 
orders in behalf of any such library and the power, functions and au- 
thority of the purchasing agent, board of standardization and corporate 
authority in such cities. 

The powers herein granted shall be suspended during any period 
that any city maintaining a library under this Act is included within 
any public library district established pursuant to “An Act in relation 
to the creation of public library districts”, enacted by the Seventieth 
General Assembly. As amended by act approved May 16, 1957. 


Sec. 6. [Who may use library. § 6.] Every library and reading- 
room, established under this act, shall be forever free to the use of 
the inhabitants of the city where located, always subject to such 
reasonable rules and regulations as the library board may adopt, in 
order to render the use of said library and reading-room of the greatest 
benefit to the greatest number; and said board may exclude from the 
use of said library and reading-room any and all persons who shall 
willfully violate such rules. And said board may extend the privileges 
and use of such library and reading-room to persons residing outside of 
such city in this state, upon such terms and conditions as said board 
may from time to time by its regulations prescribe. [As amended by 
act approved March 27, 1874.] 


Sec. 7. [Annual report of directors—Verification—Contents— 
Filing of report with Illinois State Library. § 7.] Within fifteen days 
after the expiration of each fiscal year of the city, incorporated town, 
township or village, the board of directors shall make a report of the 
condition of their trust on the last day of the fiscal year, to the city 
council, board of town auditors or board of trustees, as the case may 
be. This report shall be made in writing and shall be verified, under 
oath by the secretary, or some other responsible officer of the board 
of directors. It shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various 
sums of money received from the library fund and from other sources; 
(b) an itemized statement of the objects and purposes for which those 
sums of money have been expended; (c) a statement of the number 
of books and periodicals available for use, and the number and character 
thereof circulated; (d) a statement of the real and personal property 
acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise; (e) a statement 
of the character of any extensions of library service which have been 
undertaken; (f) a statement of the financial requirements of the library 
for the ensuing fiscal year, and of the amount of money which, in the 
judgment of the board of directors, it will be necessary to levy for 
library purposes in the next annual tax levy ordinance; and (g) any 
other statistics, information and suggestions that may be of interest. 
A report shall also be filed, at the same time, with the Illinois State 
Library. [As amended by act approved June 24, 1943.] 
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Sec. 8. [Penalties. § 8.] The city council of said city shall 
have power to pass ordinances imposing suitable penalties for the 


punishment of persons committing injury upon such library or the © 


grounds or other property thereof, and for injury to or failure to retum 
any book belonging to such library. 

Sec. 9. [Donations. § 9.] Any person desiring to make dona- 
tions of money, personal property or real estate for the benefit of such 
library, shall have the right to vest the title to the money or real 
estate so donated: in the board of directors created under this act, 
to be held and controlled by such board, when accepted, according 
to the terms of the deed, gift, devise or bequest of such property; and 
as to such property the said board shall be held and considered to be 
special trustees. [See also Sections 13-16.] 


Sec. 10. [Libraries in towns, villages and townships—Petition for 
election on tax levies—Notice of election—Election and terms of direc- 
tors—Tax proceeds—Increase or termination of tax—Powers of corpo- 
rate authorities—Taxes—Reduction of taxes—Calling of special elec- 
tion. § 10.] When fifty legal voters of any incorporated town, village 
or township present a petition to the clerk thereof (or trustee of schools 
in counties not under township organization) asking that an annual 
tax be levied for the establishment and maintenance of a free public 
library in such town, village or township, and shall specify in their 
petition a rate of taxation not to exceed .10 per cent of full, fair cash 
value, as equalized or assessed by the Department of Revenue, the 
clerk (or trustee of schools in counties not under township organiza- 
tion) shall, in the next legal notice of the regular annual election, in 
such town, village or township, or of a special election called for that 
purpose, give notice that at such election every elector may vote for or 
against a tax for a free public library, specifying in such notice the rate 
of taxation mentioned in the petition; and, except in villages under 
the commission form of government, for six persons as library directors, 
two to serve until the next election held in an odd-numbered year in 
the town, village or township, two to serve until the second such 
election after their election, and two to serve until the third such 
election after their election, the length of their respective terms to be 
so determined by designations thereof on the ballots, and until their 
successors are duly elected and qualified in accordance with the pro 
visions of Section 11. The question of authorizing the levy of such 
tax shall be submitted by a ballot in substantially the following form:

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If the majority of all the votes cast in such town, village or township 
are for the tax, the tax specified in the notice and ballot, but not ex- 
ceeding .10 per cent of full, fair cash value, as equalized or assessed 
by the Department of Revenue, shall be levied and collected annually 
in like manner with other general taxes of the town, village or township. 
In towns or villages having a population of 5,000 or less the proceeds 
of the tax shall be paid over by the officer charged with the collection 
thereof to the board of directors of such library upon the election 
and qualification of the directors. The proceeds of the tax shall be 
deposited in a fund which shall be known as the “library fund”. If 
a majority of the votes cast are in favor of a library tax, the six per- 
sons who receive, for the respective terms designated on the ballot, 
the highest number of votes for library directors cast at such election 
shall constitute the board of library directors. In villages under the 
commission form of government the council at its first regular meeting 
following such election shall appoint a board of library directors of 
six members, two to hold until the first regular meeting of the next 
succeeding fiscal year, two to hold for one year thereafter and two to 
hold for two years thereafter and their respective successors appointed 
at such meetings and each year thereafter shall hold for a six-year 
term and until their successors are appointed and qualified. Such tax 
rate may be increased to not to exceed .10 per cent of full, fair cash 
value, as equalized or assessed by the Department of Revenue, or the 
tax shall no longer be levied if the legal voters of such town, village 
or township shall so determine by a majority vote at an annual or 
special election. The corporate authorities of such towns, villages or 
townships may exercise the same powers as those conferred upon the 
corporate authorities of cities under this Act and, may levy the same 
tax as is provided in this Act. Such ‘tax shall be in addition to all 
other taxes or tax rates authorized to be levied by any incorporated 
town, village or township or other taxing authority and shall not be 
a part of the taxes making up any rate prescribed as a limitation on 
the amount of taxes any village, incorporated town or township or 
any other taxing authority may levy. Whenever the petition, signed 
and filed with the clerk (or trustee of schools in counties not under 
township organization) as above provided, shall request the holding 
of a special election, for the purpose of voting upon the proposition 
of authorizing the levy of a tax for a free public library and the elec- 
tion of directors, the clerk (or trustee of schools) shall promptly call 
such election in the manner provided by law for the calling of elections 
m such village, town or township. Provided, further, that the foregoing 
limitations upon tax rates are subject to the provisions of the General 
Revenue Law of Illinois. 

In any city, village or incorporated town which levies a tax to 
establish and maintain a free public library under the provisions of this 
Act and part or all of such city, village or incorporated town is in a 
township which levies a tax to establish and maintain a free public 
library under the provisions of this Act, such township shall pay to 
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such city, village or incorporated town the entire amount collected from 
taxes levied under this Section on property subject to a tax which any 
city, village or incorporated town thereof levies to establish and main- 
tain a free library under the provisions of this Act, less the amount 
allowed for collecting the same. 

Whenever any village or incorporated town receives any payments 
from a township as provided above, such village or incorporated town 
shall reduce and abate from the tax levied by the authority of this 
Section a rate which would produce an amount equal to the amount 
received from such township. As amended by act approved July 7,

Sec. 11. [Libraries in towns, villages and townships—Election or 
appointment of successor directors—Terms—Powers of board of direc- 
tors—Vacancy—How filled. § 11.] As the terms of the directors 
elected in any town or village which has voted to establish a free library 
and elected directors expire, their successors shall be elected to hold 
their office for six years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. The successors of library directors of any township whose 
terms expire in 1935, 1937 and 1939 respectively shall be elected at 
the regular township elections in those years and every six years 
thereafter to serve for six year terms and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. The successors of library directors of any town 
or village whose terms expire in 1934, 1935 and 1936, respectively, 
shall be elected at the annual town or village election in such years 
to serve for terms of three, four and five years respectively and their 
successors elected at the town or village elections in 1937, 1939 and 
1941 and every six years thereafter shall serve six year terms, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified; provided, that the 
council in villages under the commission form of government shall 
appoint successors of trustees whose terms expire in 1944, 1945 and 
1946, respectively, at the first regular meeting of the fiscal years be- 
ginning in 1944, 1945 and 1946 to take office on such dates and hold 
for a six-year term and until their successors are appointed and qualified 
and at such meeting in 1947, and each year thereafter the council shall 
appoint successors for the trustees whose terms then expire to hold 
for six years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 

Board of library directors, in addition to the powers herein speci 
fied, shall have the same powers as are by this Act conferred upon 
the board of directors of free publica libraries in cities, and may con- 
tract with any library association, school board, or any municipal 
library board in the State of Illinois for library service. Any such 
board may join with the board or boards of any one or more libraries 
of any city, town, village, township in maintaining libraries, or for the 
maintenance of a common library for such cities, towns, villages, ot 
townships upon such terms as may be agreed upon by and between 
the boards. 
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The powers herein granted shall be suspended during any period 
that any village, incorporated town or township maintaining a library 
under this Act is included within any public library district established 
pursuant to “An Act in relation to the creation of public library dis- 
tricts,” enacted by the Seventieth General Assembly. 

If a vacancy occurs in the board of directors, the vacancy may be 
filled by the remaining directors until the next annual library election, 
at which election a director to fill the vacancy shall be elected. As 
amended by act approved May 16, 1957. L. 1957, H.B. No. 125. 


Sec. 13. [Sites, buildings and equipment—Purchase, erection, re- 
pair, remodeling, improvement—Procedure—B on ds—Taxes. § 13.] 
Whenever any board of directors of any public library organized under 
the provisions of this Act, shall determine to erect a building to be 
used for their library, or to purchase a site for the same, or to repair, 
remodel or improve an existing library building, or to build an addition 
to an existing library building, or to furnish necessary equipment there- 
for, or to do any or all of said things, or to purchase a building and site, 
and necessary equipment for said library, or to provide or accumulate 
a fund for the erection of a new building, the purchase of such building, 
the remodeling, repairing or improving of an existing library building or 
the building of an addition thereto or to pay for a library site, or to 
purchase necessary equipment for said library, or to do any or all of 
said things, they may do so as follows: 

In case a new building is to be erected, or an existing library 
building is to be remodeled, repaired, improved or an addition there- 
to erected, or necessary equipment therefor purchased or any or all 
of said things are to be done, the board of directors shall cause a plan 
for such library building or for the remodeling, repairing or improving 
of such library building or the building of an addition thereto or the 
purchase of necessary equipment therefor to be prepared and an esti- 
mate to be made of the cost. If a site is to be provided for the same, 
they shall also cause an estimate to be made of the cost of such site. 
If necessary equipment is to be provided for said library they shall 
cause an estimate to be made of the cost of such equipment. They 
may then determine the term of years over which they shall spread 
the collection of the cost of such building or the remodeling, repairing, 
or improving of an existing library building or the erection of an addi- 
tion thereto, or site, or equipment, or any or all of said things, not 
exceeding twenty (20) years, and shall make a record of their said 
proceedings. The library directors of a public library organized in any 
city, village, or incorporated town and townships shall transmit a copy 
of the record of their said proceedings to the city council or board of 
trustees for its approval. If such city council or board of trustees shall 
approve the action of the library board, it may, by ordinance, provide 
that the bonds of the city, village or incorporated town and townships 
be issued for the payment of the cost (so estimated as aforesaid) of the 
said building, remodeling, repairing, improving of an existing library 
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building or the erection of an addition thereto or site, or equipment, 
or any or all of said things, in which event the said ordinance shall 
also state the time or times when such bonds, and the interest thereon 
shall become payable; Provided, that the whole of the principal of such 
bonds and the interest thereon shall be payable within twenty (20) 
years: Provided, further, that the interest on such bonds shall not 
exceed the rate of five (5) per cent per annum; but the said interest 
may be made payable at such times (annually or semi-annually) as the 
said ordinance may prescribe: Provided, always, that in case said 
council or board of trustees shall provide for such payment by the 
issuance of bonds, it shall make provision at or before the issuance 
thereof, by ordinance, which shall be irrepealable, for the levy and 
collection of a direct annual tax upon all the taxable property within 
such city, village or incorporated town and townships, sufficient to meet 
the principal and interest of said bonds as the same mature, which tax 
shall be in addition to that otherwise authorized to be levied and 
collected for corporate purposes. If, however, the said council or board 
of trustees shall not provide that bonds of the city, village, or incor- 
porated town and townships be issued as and for the purpose aforesaid, 
but shall otherwise approve the action of the said library board, then 
the library board shall divide the total cost of said building or site, or 
the remodeling, repairing or improving of an existing library building, 
or the erection of an addition thereto or equipment, or any or all of 
said things, into as many parts as they shall determine to spread the 
collection thereof, and shall certify the amount of one of said parts to 
said council or board of trustees each and every year during the terms 
over which they shall have determined to spread the collection of the 
cost of such building, or site, or the remodeling, repairing, or improving 
of an existing library building, or the erection of an addition thereto 
or equipment or any or all of said things. 

The said council or board of trustees on receiving said last men- 
tioned certificate shall, in its next annual appropriation bill, include 
the amount so certified, and shall, for the amount so certified levy 
and collect a tax to pay the same with the other general taxes of the 
city, village or incorporated town and townships, and the proceeds 
of such tax shall be paid over by the officer charged with the collection 
thereof to the board of directors of such library in cities, villages, in- 
corporated towns and townships having a population of five thousand 
inhabitants or less to be applied by such board of directors to the 
purpose for which such tax was levied. Provided, the said levy shall 
not exceed .0833 per cent of full, fair cash value, as equalized or assessed 
by the Department of Revenue, in any one year, and shall not be levied 
oftener than for the number of years into which the library board in 
those cases where bonds are not issued, as aforesaid, shall have divided 
the cost of said building, or site, or the remodeling, repairing or im- 
proving of an existing library building or the erection of an addition 
thereto or equipment, or any or all of said things; and when collected 
as last aforesaid, the tax shall cease. Provided, further, that the fore- 
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going limitations upon tax rates are subject to the further limitations 
that the tax rate extended shall not exceed 110 per cent of the product 
of the maximum tax rate extendible for such purpose for the year 1945 
and the ratio of assessed value to full value as determined by the 
Department of Revenue for the year 1945 in the county in which the 
said levy is made, unless changed by referendum as provided in the 
General Revenue Law of Illinois. 

Such board of directors shall have authority to enter into contracts 
and to take title to any property acquired by it for library purposes by 
the name and style of “The Board of Library Directors of the (city, 
village, town or township) of .” As amended by act 
approved July 13, 1949. L.1949, p. 1076. 

The 1949 amendment to this section, insofar as it fixed different maximum tax- 
rate limitations for cities, towns, and villages of substantially the same population 
without any reasonable basis for the classification, is invalid as “local or special 
law” contrary to Const. art. [Jll. Rev. Stat., 1957, ch. 4, sec. 22], prohibiting local 


or special laws for incorporating municipalities or changing or amending municipal 
charters. Kremers v. City of West Chicago, 406—546, 94 N.E.2d 337. 


Sec. 14. [Purchase of building and site—Constructions, repair or 
remodeling of building—Commencement—I nvestment of funds. 
§ 14.] The library board shall determine when they will proceed 
with the purchase of a building and site, or with the remodeling, re- 
pairing or improving of an existing library building or the erection of an 
addition to a library building or the purchase of necessary equipment 
or any or all of said things, or with the construction of a building or the 
purchase of a site, or any or all of said things; they may proceed at 
once or may determine to wait and allow the fund to accumulate. If 
they shall determine to let the fund accumulate, they shall invest said 
money in good interest paying securities, such as are authorized by law 
for the investment of trust funds, there to remain until the same is 
needed for the purchase of a building and site, or the remodeling, re- 
pairing, or improving of an existing library building or the erection of 
an addition thereto or equipment or any or all of said things, or for 
the construction of the building, or the purchase of a site, or any or all 
of said things, under the provisions of this Act. Said board. may con- 
tract for the purchase of a building or site, or the remodeling, repairing 
or improving of an existing library building or the erection of an addi- 
tion thereto or the purchase of equipment or any or all of said things, 
or for the construction of a building, and may apply the proceeds of 
said tax as collected, toward payment therefor. As amended by act 
approved July 20, 1939.

Sec. 15. [Construction, repair or remodeling contracts—How let 
—Security. § 15.] When the directors shall determine to commence 
the construction of the building or the remodeling, repairing or im- 
proving of an existing library building or the erection of an addition 
thereto, or the purchase of the necessary equipment for such library, 
they may then revise the plan therefor or adopt a new plan and pro- 
vide estimates of the costs thereof, and shall advertise for bids for the 
construction of said building, or the remodeling, repairing or im- 
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proving of an existing library building or the erection of an addition 
thereto, or the purchase of the necessary equipment for such library, 
and shall let the contract or contracts for the same to the lowest and 
best responsible bidder or bidders and may require from such bidders, 
such security for the performance of the bids as the board shall de- 
termine; Provided, the said directors may let the contract or con- 
tracts to one or more bidders, as they shall determine. As amended 
by act approved July 20, 1939. L.1939, p. 694. 


Sec. 16. [Borrowing money—Mortgage—Taxes—Submission to 
voters. § 16.] If the Board of Directors think best, in order to pro- 
vide and secure the necessary money to do any or all of the things they 
are authorized to do in and by Section 13 hereof, they may with the 
approval of the city council or board of trustees, at any time borrow 
money and execute a mortgage on an existing library building and 
site for amount not exceeding one-half (2) the value thereof, and the 
money so obtained shall be used exclusively for the remodeling, re- 
pairing or improving of such existing library building or the building 
of an addition thereto or the purchase of necessary equipment for 
such library. The proceeds of any special tax levied under section 
13 hereof may be applied in whole or in part in payment of any 
mortgage indebtedness so incurred. The levy of a tax hereunder for 
the purpose of meeting such mortgage and interest, or the principal 
and interest on bonds issued hereunder, or for the accumulation of a 
fund as hereinabove provided, shall not be included in the aggregate 
amount of taxes as limited by Article 16 of the Revised Cities and 
Villages Act and amendatory Acts thereto, nor shall it affect any 
appropriation made, or to be made, for the support of the library. 
This Act shall not apply to any city in this State having over five 
hundred thousand (500,000) inhabitants. 

No city, village or incorporated town is authorized to levy the 
tax herein provided for, unless it first submits an ordinance authorizing 
the levy of such tax to the voters of such city, village or incorporated 
town, as the case may be, at the next succeeding general or special 
election, or any special election called for that purpose, and such ordi- 
nance is approved by a majority of such voters voting upon the 
question.

County Libraries 


AN ACT to provide for public county library service. Approved June 
28, 1919, p. 736; title as amended by acts approved, May 25, 1943. 
L.1943, vol. 1, p. 858; May 25, 1943. L.1943, vol. 1, p. 854. [IIL. 
Rey. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 17-27a, p. 463-65.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Establishment, equipment and maintenance. § 17.] 
Subject to the provisions of section 11 of this Act, every county board 
shall establish, equip and maintain a public county library service. 
As amended by act approved May 25, 1943. L.1943, vol. 1, p. 854. 


Sec. 2. [Contract with existing library to establish, equip and 
maintain library—Approval. § 18.] In performing this duty, the 
county board may, if it is deemed advisable, contract in writing, with 
an existing library or libraries in any county, to establish, equip and 
maintain a public county library service. The contract hereby authorized 
shall contain provisions requiring the contracting library or libraries to 
(a) establish, equip and maintain a county library; (b) establish, 
equip and maintain such branches and stations of the county library 
in the various parts of the county as may be deemed necessary by the 
county board; (c) acquire and circulate books, periodicals, pamphlets, 
musical scores and records, pictures, stereopticon slides, motion picture 
films and other educational material, (d) do all other things necessary 
to carry on an efficient public county library service; also such con- 
tract shall contain provisions specifying that one or more representa- 
tives of each party to the contract, may participate in and vote at all 
meetings in which matters relating to the library service, furnished 
under the contract, are considered. 

The making and performance of any such contract shall be under 
the supervision of the county board. 

Every such contract shall be approved by the Advisory Committee 
of the Illinois State Library. As amended by act approved May 6, 
1949. L.1949, p. 1078. 


Sec. 3. [County library board—Members—Appointment—Terms 
—Vacancy. § 19.] The public county library service except in coun- 
ties where such a service is maintained by contract with an existing 
library or libraries, shall be under the direct supervision and control of a 
county library board. This board shall consist of five members, who 
shall be appointed by the county board. Of the first members to be 
appointed, one member shall be appointed for a term of one year, one

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for a term of two years, one for a term of three years, one for a term 
of four years and another for a term of five years. Thereafter, upon 
the expiration of each of these terms, the members of the county library 
board shall be appointed for terms of five years each. A vacancy upon 
the county library board shall be filled for the unexpired portion of the 
term in like manner.

Immediately after their ap- 
pointment the members of the county library board shall elect a presi- 
dent and a secretary-treasurer from among their number. 


Sec. 6. [County library board—Powers and duties—County Ii- 
brarian—Approval of appointment—Branches or stations—Erection of 
building—Purchase of site or building—Accumulation of fund. § 22.] 
The county library board shall (a), establish, equip and maintain 
a county library; (b), establish, equip and maintain branches and 
stations of the county library in the various parts of the county; 
(c), acquire and circulate books, periodicals, pamphlets, musical scores 
and records, pictures, stereopticon slides, motion picture films, and 
other educational material; (d), receive and administer devises, be- 
quests and gifts of real and personal property; (e), appoint a county 
librarian and necessary assistants and employes, and fix their com- 
pensation; (f), make, alter and amend, from time to time, reasonable 
by-laws, rules and regulations for the operation of the public county 
library service; and (g), do all other things necessary to carry on an 
efficient public county library service. 

The county librarian, however, shall be appointed only upon the 
approval of the Advisory Committee of the Illinois State Library. 

In establishing, equipping and maintaining branches or stations 
of the county library, the county library board may, if deemed ad- 
visable, contract, in writing, with existing libraries to serve as such 
branches or stations. 

Whenever a county library board which has been duly appointed 
may desire to erect a library building, or to purchase a building or a 
site, or both, for a library, or to accumulate a fund for either or both 
of these purposes, it shall proceed in the manner provided for the 
carrying out of similar purposes in “An Act to authorize cities, in- 
corporated towns and townships to establish and maintain free public 
libraries and reading rooms,” approved March 7, 1872, as amended.’

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Sec. 7. [Annual tax—Limitation—Levy and collection—Increase 
and tax rate—Election. § 23.] An annual tax of not to exceed .0333 
per cent of the full, fair cash value, as equalized or assessed by the De- 
partment of Revenue, of all taxable property within each county which 
has established a public county library service may be assessed, levied 
and collected by that county in the manner provided for the assess- 
ment, levy and collection of other taxes for county purposes: provided, 
such tax rate may be increased to not to exceed .10 per cent of the full, 
fair cash value, as equalized or assessed by the Department of Revenue, 
if the voters in such county shall so determine by a majority of those 
voting upon the proposition at any general or special election. The 
ballot to be used in any such election shall, so far as applicable, be in 
substantially the following form:

In cases 
where a public county library service is maintained by contract with an 
existing library or libraries, a report shall be made to the county board 
at the same time by the librarian or the secretary or some other officer 
of the county library board of such library or libraries. A copy of each 
report shall be filed at the same time with the Illinois State library. 

It shall contain (a), an itemized statement of the various sums of 
money received from the library fund, or from other sources; (b), an 
itemized statement of the objects and purposes to which those sums of 
money have been devoted; (c), a statement of the number of books and 
periodicals available for use, and the number thereof circulated during 
the fiscal year; (d), a statement of the real and personal property 
acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise, during the 
fiscal year; (e), a statement of the number, location and character of the 
branches or stations of the public county library service, if any, estab- 
lished during the fiscal year; (f), a statement of the character of any 
other extensions of public county library service undertaken during the 
fiscal year; and (g), any other statistics or information that may be 
required by the county board. As amended by act approved May 6, 
1949.

Sec. 11. [Referendum on question of establishment—Petition— 
Notices of election and form—Posting—Ballots. § 27.] None of the 
foregoing powers or duties shall be exercised, however, unless the 
question of establishing a public county library service shall have 
been submitted to the voters of the county, at a special election called 
for the purpose, or at a regular general election, and unless a majority 
of the votes cast upon the question at any such election within the 
limits of the cities, villages and incorporated towns in the county and 
a majority of those cast upon the question outside the limits of such 
cities, villages or incorporated towns shall be in favor of the estab 
lishment of a public county library service. 

This question shall not be submitted to the voters, however, unless 
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there shall have been filed, at least sixty days prior to the date of 
either the special or general election, a petition therefor, signed by not 
less than one hundred legal voters of the county. 

At least thirty days previous to either the special or general elec- 
tion, the county clerk shall make out and deliver to the sheriff of his 
county, in counties not under township organization, or to the several 
supervisors of his county, in counties under township organization, 
three notices of the election for each precinct or district in the county.

AN ACT authorizing the creation of public library districts. Approved

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Organization authorized—Purposes. {§ 27.1.| All or 
any portion of the territory in a county, or in more than one but not 
more than five counties, not included within areas being served, by 
contract or otherwise, by existing tax-supported libraries or by endowed 
libraries open free to the public may, in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 13,‘ be organized into a public library district, hereinafter 
called a district, for the purpose of levying a tax to pay for establish- 
ing, equipping and maintaining a library or libraries or for contracting 
for library service furnished to such district by any existing library or 
libraries.

Sec. 2. [District board—M embers hip—Term — Vacancies. 
§ 27.2.] The district board, hereinafter called the board, shall consist 
of the chairman of the county board of the county which contains all or 
a larger portion of the district than any other county having territory 
therein and five other members, residents of the district, appointed by 
the county board or, if the district contains territory in more than 
one county, the five other members shall be appointed by the county 
boards of the counties having territory in the district, each board 
appointing such number of members as the proportion of the popula- 
tion of the territory of the district in its county bears to the total 
population in the district; provided that the county board of each 
county shall be entitled to appoint at least one such member. Of the 
five members first appointed, one shall be appointed for one yeat, 
one for two years, one for three years, one for four years and one for 
five years. Their successors shall be appointed for terms of five (5) 
years. Members shall hold office during their respective terms and 
until their successors are appointed. Vacancies occurring in the board 
shall be filled by the county board for the unexpired term. 


Sec. 3. [Officers. § 27.3.] Immediately after their appoint 
ment the board shall elect a president and a secretary, from among its 
members. The county treasurer of the county which contains all or a 
larger portion of the district than any other county having terntory 
therein shall be the treasurer of the district. 
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Sec. 4. [Compensation of board members—Expenses. {§ 27.4.] 
Members of| the board shall serve without compensation but shall be 
paid their actual and necessary travel expenses incurred with the per- 
formance of their duties, from the district fund. 


Sec. 5. [Establishment of library or library service. § 27.5.] The 
district board shall establish, equip and maintain a library or libraries 
or contract with an existing library or libraries for the furnishing 
of library service for the district and do all other things necessary 
to provide efficient library service. No district shall establish a library 
or libraries unless the plans for the establishment, equipment and 
maintenance have been approved by the Advisory Committee of the 
Illinois State Library. No such contract shall be made unless the 
library contracting to furnish service is one approved by the Advisory 
Committee of the Illinois State Library for this purpose. Such Ad- 
visory Committee may, at the end of three (3) years from the date of 
the contract, withdraw its approval thereof if minimum standards 
established by the American Library Association are not maintained 
throughout the district. 


Sec. 6. [School library service—Teachers’ libraries. § 27.6.] 
Districts may contract with boards of school directors to provide school 
library service and teachers’ libraries for school districts. 


Sec. 7. [Annual tax. § 27.7.| An Annual tax of not to exceed 
06 per cent of the full, fair cash value, as equalized or assessed by the 
Department of Revenue, of all the taxable property within the dis- 
trict shall be levied and collected by the district in the manner pro- 
vided for the assessment, levy and collection of taxes for county pur- 
poses; provided, such tax rate may be increased to not to exceed .10 
per cent if the voters in the district shall so determine by a majority 
of those voting upon this question at any general or special election. 
Provided, further, that the foregoing limitations upon tax rates are 
subject to the provisions of the General Revenue Law of Illinois.

Sec. 8. [Moneys of district—Deposit—Expenditures. § 27.8.] 
The proceeds of all taxes collected for district purposes and all other 
moneys belonging to the district shall be deposited with the treasurer 
of the county which contains all or a larger portion of the district 
than any other county having territory therein and kept by him in 
a separate fund. 

No part of this fund shall be expended except upon warrants 
certified to as correct by the librarian or two (2) members of the

__ Sec. 9. [Fiscal year. § 27.9.] The fiscal year of public library 
districts shall commence July Ist and close on June 30th. 
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Sec. 10. [Annual reports. § 27.10.] Within sixty (60) days 
after the close of each fiscal year the district board shall make a written 
report to the county board or boards and to the Illinois State Library. 
The report shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various 
sums of money received for the public library district fund; (b) an 
itemized statement of the expenditures from the fund; (c) a statement 
of the property acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise 
during the fiscal year; (d) a statement of the character of library 
service furnished to the district during the fiscal year; and (e) any other 
statistics or information requested by the county board or boards. 


Sec. 11. [Gifts—Grants—Bequests. § 27.11.] A district board 
may receive gifts, grants, bequests or devises for the use of the district. 


Sec. 12. (City, village or town libraries, effect. § 27.12.) If any 
city, village or incorporated town within a district establishes a library 
under the provisions of any existing statute, or if any territory within 
a district is annexed to a city, village, or incorporated town having 
a library, the territory within such city, village or incorporated town, 
or the territory so annexed, as the case may be, shall thereupon cease 
to be a part of such district; provided, the contracting by any city, 
village or incorporated town for library service to be furnished by an 


existing library or libraries shall not, for the purposes of this section, — 


be considered as the establishment of a library, nor shall a city, village 
or incorporated town so contracting for library service be considered 
as having a library. 

No city, village or incorporated town which has a library under 
the provisions of any existing statute shall be included, at the time 
of the establishment of any district, within the territory of the district, 
unless at such time the proposition of being included in such district 
is submitted to the voters of the city, village or incorporated town and 
is approved by a majority of the voters of the city, village or incor 
porated town voting upon the proposition; provided, that at any time 
thereafter any such city, village or incorporated town may become 
a part of the district if the proposition is submitted to the voters of 
the city, village or incorporated town at any general election, or 
special election called for such purpose, and the proposition is ap 
proved by a majority of the voters voting upon the proposition. 


Sec. 13. [Manner of organization of district—Notice—Hearing— 
Election. § 27.13.] Districts may be organized in the manner follow- 
ing: 

One hundred or more of the legal voters of the proposed district 
or a majority thereof if less than 100, may petition the county judge 
of the county which contains all or a larger portion of the proposed 
district than any other county having territory therein, to cause the 
question to be submitted to the legal voters of the proposed district 
whether the proposed territory shall be organized as a public library 
district. The petition shall be addressed to the county judge and shall 
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contain a definite description of the boundaries of the territory to be 
embraced in the proposed district and the name of the proposed dis- 
trict; provided, the territory in any district shall be contiguous. 

Notice shall be given by the county judge of the time and place of 
a hearing upon the subject of the petition, at least 20 days before the 
hearing, in one or more daily or weekly newspapers published within 
the proposed district, or if no daily or weekly newspaper is published 
within the district, then by posting at least 10 copies in the district, at 
least 20 days before such hearing, in conspicuous places as far separated 
from each other as conveniently possible and by mailing a copy of the 
notice to the mayor or president of the board of trustees of all cities, 
villages and incorporated towns within the proposed district. 

At the hearing the county judge shall preside; and all persons 
in the proposed district shall have an opportunity to be heard touch- 
ing the location and boundary of the proposed district and to make 
suggestions regarding the same; and the judge, after hearing state- 
ments, evidence and suggestions, shall fix and determine the limits 
and boundaries of the proposed district, and for that purpose and to 
that extent, may alter and amend the petition.

[1957 DISTRICT LIBRARY LAW] 


AN ACT in relation to the creation of public library districts. Ap- 
proved May 16, 1957. L.1957, H. B. No. .124. [IIl. Rev. Stat., Chap. 
81, Sec. 27.16-27.30, p. 467-471.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Public library districts—Establishment. § 27.16.] All 
or any contiguous portion of the territory in a county, or in more than 
one but not more than 5 counties, may, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 13, be organized into a public library district, herein- 
after called a district, for the purpose of levying a tax to pay for estab- 
lishing, equipping and maintaining a library or libraries or for contract- 
ing for library service furnished to such district by any existing library 
or libraries. 


Sec. 2. [Board of trustees — Election — ‘Tenure — Vacancies. 
§ 27.17.] Within 30 days after the establishment of a public library 
district pursuant to Section 13 of this Act, the county judge who con- 
ducted the election establishing the district shall call an election to 
elect the corporate authorities thereof, consisting of 6 members who 
shall be known and designated as the “Board of Trustees of 
Public Library District.” The trustees elected at the first election shall 
determine by lot which shall serve for terms of 1, 2 or 3 years. At each 
annual election thereafter the trusteees elected to succeed those whose 
terms expire shall’ hold office for a term of 3 years and until their re- 
spective successors are elected and qualified. Subsequent elections shall 
be held annually on the first Tuesday of April. 

All elections shall be held, as far as applicable, under the provisions 
of the general election laws of this State; and the state and county 
officers, and all other election officers within the district shall perform 
the same respective acts and duties as are now or may hereafter be 
prescribed with reference to the election of members of the General 
Assembly, including the giving, posting and publishing of notices, 
printing and furnishing of ballots, receiving and canvassing of ballots

Sec. 3. [Officers. § 27.18.] Immediately after their appoint- 
ment the board shall elect a president and a secretary, from among its 
members. The county treasurer of the county which contains all or a 
larger portion of the district than any other county having territory 
therein shall be the treasurer of the district. 


Sec. 4. (Compensation. { 27.19.] Members of the beard shall 
serve without compensation but shall be paid their actual and necessary 
travel expenses incurred with the performance of their duties, from the 
district fund. 


Sec. 5. [Establishment of libraries. {§ 27.20.) The district 
board shall establish, equip and maintain a library or libraries or con- 
tract with an existing library or libraries for the furnishing of library 
service for the district and do all other things necessary to provide 
efficient library service. No district shall establish a library or libraries 
unless the plans for the establishment, equipment and maintenance 
have been approved by the Advisory Committee of the Illinois State 
Library. No such contract shall be made unless the library contracting 
to furnish service is one approved by the Advisory Committee of the 
Illinois State Library for this purpose. Such Advisory Committee may, 
at the end of 3 years! from the date of the contract, withdraw its ap- 
proval thereof if minimum standards established by the American 
Library Association are not maintained throughout the district. 


Sec. 6. [School library service—Teachers’ libraries. § 27.21. 
Districts may contract with school boards to provide school library 
service and teachers’ libraries for school districts.

to be issued.

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the question, within the district, are in favor of the annexation of the 
territory, such territory shall thenceforth be a part of the public library 
district, and the county judge shall enter an order accordingly and cause 
the same to be spread upon the records of the county court. 

The proposition to annex any specific territory to a district shall not 
be submitted to the voters in such territory and such district oftener 
than once every 3 years. 












Other Laws Pertaining to 
Public Libraries 


CHICAGO PUBLIC LIBRARY 


AN ACT to authorize the Chicago public library to erect and maintain 
a public library on Dearborn Park in the city of Chicago, and to 
authorize the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago to sell and dispose of its 
interest in the north one-quarter of the said park. [Approved June 
2, 1891. L.1891, p. 156. (Preamble.) Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, 
Sec. 30-31, pp. 471-2.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Chicago public library—Possession of Dearborn Park— 
Erection and maintenance of library building—Soldiers’ Memorial Hall. 
§ 30.) The Chicago Public Library be and it is hereby authorized to 
take possession of the piece of ground now known as Dearborn Park, 
in that part of the City of Chicago, State of Illinois, known as the Fort 
Dearborn Addition to Chicago, and bounded on the north by the 
south line of Randolph Street, on the east by the west line of Michigan 
Avenue, on the south by the north line of Washington Street, on 
the west by the east line of an alley known as Dearborn place, and 
to erect and maintain thereon a public library building under and in 
pursuance of the power and authority conferred upon said The Chi- 
cago Public Library by an act entitled, “An Act to authorize cities, 
incorporated towns and townships to establish and maintain free 
public libraries and reading rooms,” approved and in force March 
7, 1872, and the various amendments thereto: Provided, that no build- 
ing shall be erected upon the north one-quarter (14) of said ground by 
the Chicago public library until it has obtained, by purchase or other- 
wise, whatever interest the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago acquired in the 
same, under and by virtue of an act entitled, “An Act to authorize 
the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago to erect and maintain a soldiers’ me- 
morial hall on the north one-quarter (14) of Dearborn Park, in the City 
of Chicago”, approved June 4, 1889:? And provided, further, that 
in case the Chicago public library, shall obtain, by purchase or other- 
wise, whatever interest the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago may have in 
said north one-quarter (%4) of Dearborn park, then and in such case 
the Chicago public library, in erecting such library building, shall

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construct in such part of it as it may elect or determine a hall to be 
known and forever maintained as a memorial hall to commemorate the 
patriotism and sacrifices of the Union soldiers and sailors of the late 
civil war, which hall, when completed, may be leased by the Chicago 
public library at a nominal rental for the period of one hundred years 
to the Grand Army Hall and Memorial Association of Illinois, to be 
used by it and such other organizations of Union soldiers and sailors 
of the late civil war and such other organizations of United States 
soldiers, sailors and marines of succeeding wars and expeditions of the 
United States, having their headquarters in Cook County, as they may 
direct, for the purposes of their organizations. As amended by act 
approved July 17, 1941. L.1941, vol. 1, p. 842.

Sec. 2. [Soldiers’ home authorized to sell, etc. § 31.] The 
Soldiers’ Home in Chicago is hereby authorized to sell, assign, transfer 
and convey to the Chicago public library, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon, all the right, title and interest which said 
Soldiers’ Home in Chicago now hold in or to the north one-quarter 
(%4) of said Dearborn park; and when such assignment or conveyance 
is made the said Chicago public library shall become seized and pos- 
sessed, of all the rights and interest in and to said north one-quarter 
(4%) of Dearborn park that are now held by the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chicago, or by the State of Illinois, and may take possession of and 
use the same for library purposes as provided in section 1 of this act. 


AN ACT to authorize the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago to erect and 
maintain a Soldiers’ Memorial Hall on the north one-quarter of 
Dearborn Park in the city of Chicago. Approved June 4, 1889. In 
force July 1, 1889. L.1889, p. 348. [IIl. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 23, 
Sec. 3054, p. 525.] 


Sec. 4. [Chicago public library may use for storage—Tranfer of 
title—-Use by other organizations. {§ 3054.) The directors of the Chi- 
cago Public Library shall have the privilege of storing and keeping 
in such unoccupied portions of said Memorial Hall building as may 
not be required for other purposes, all such maps, charts, books, 
periodicals, papers and other literature relating to the late civil war 
and military history of this country, as they may desire. At the expira- 
tion of fifty years from the completion of said Memorial Hall building 
and at any time after the expiration of that period, the directors of 
the Soldiers’ Home in Chicago, at their option, by a two-thirds vote of 
all their members, may turn over, transfer and convey to the directors 
of the Chicago Public Library all the right, title and interest of the 
Soldiers’ Home in Chicago, in and to the said Memorial Hall building 
and grounds, and the said director of the Chicago Public Library in such 
case are hereby authorized and empowered to receive, accept, hold and 
maintain the same in perpetuity; Provided, however, said building shall 
never be deprived of its distinctive character as a Soldiers’ Memorial 
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Hall, or be used by the directors of the Chicago Public Library or any 
other persons to the exclusion of the non-political organizations of the 
soldiers and sailors of the late civil war and such other organizations of 
United States soldiers, sailors and marines of succeeding wars and expe- 
ditions of the United States. As amended by act approved July 17, 
1941. L.1941, vol. 1, p. 314. 


COMMISSION FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


AN ACT concerning cities, villages, and incorporated towns, and to 
repeal certain Acts herein named. Act approved Aug. 15, 1941. 
L.1941, vol. 2, p. 19. Eff. Jan. 1, 1942. [IIl. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 
24, Sec. 19—43, 19—78, p. 598, 605.] 


Sec. 19—43. [Establishment of certain offices. { 19—43.] At the 
first regular meeting after the general election of its members or as soon 
as practicable thereafter, the council in their discretion, as determined 
by a majority vote, may elect, by a majority vote, the following officers: 
city clerk, corporation counsel, city attorney, assistant city attorney, 
city treasurer, library trustees, and any necessary additional officers 
to fill the unfilled offices provided for in sections 9—53 and 9—5¢4. 


Sec. 19—78. [Public libraries. { 19—78.] In any municipality 
which has adopted, or which may hereafter adopt, the commission form 
of municipal government, any public library for that municipality shall 
be established, maintained, and conducted in all respects in accord- 
ance with “An Act to authorize cities, villages, and incorporated 
towns and townships to establish and maintain free public libraries

Sec. 20—2. [Procedure for adoption. § 20—2.] Such cities and 
villages in order to vest themselves with the managerial form of mu- 
nicipal government, shall act in accordance with the procedure pro 
vided in Article 19 entitled “The Commission Form of Municipal 
Government.” As amended by act approved July 16, 1953. L.1953, p. 
1711. 
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EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION 


AN ACT to revise the law in relation to the assessment of property 
and the levy and collection of taxes, and to repeal certain Acts 
herein named. Filed May 17, 1939. L.1939, p. 886. [IIl. Rev. Stat., 
Chap. 120, Sec. 500 (7, 15), p. 1370-1. 


Sec. 19. [Property exempt from taxation. § 500.) (7) All prop- 
erty of institutions of public charity, all property of beneficent and 
charitable organizations, whether incorporated in this or any other 
state of the United States, and all property of old people’s homes, when 
such property is actually and exclusively used for such charitable or 
beneficent purposes, and not leased or otherwise used with a view to 
profit; and all free public libraries. No hospital, however, which has been 
adjudicated by a court of competent jurisdiction to have denied admis- 
sion to any person because of race, color or creed, shall be exempt 
from taxation. 

(15) Parking areas, not leased or used for profit, when used as a 
part of a use for which an exemption is provided hereinbefore and 
owned by any school district, non-profit hospital or school, or religious 
or charitable institution which meets the qualifications for exemption 
hereinabove in this section set forth. 


FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES IN VILLAGES 
(Not Tax-Supported) 


AN ACT conceming free, public libraries in villages. Approved July 20, 
1939. L.1939, p. 700. [Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 16c-l6e, 
p. 463.) 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Establishment — Donations. § l6c.] The board of 
trustees of any village shall have authority to establish and maintain a 
free, public library therein in any premises which may be available or 
which may be donated to such village for library purposes. The board 
may accept donations of such physical equipment as is suitable to the 
maintenance of a free, public library. 


Sec. 2. [Library commission — Compensation of members. 
§ 16d.] The board of trustees shall appoint a library commission of 
three members who shall hold office at the pleasure of the board. 
Members of the commission shall receive no compensation but shall be 
teimbursed for expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 
The commission shall conduct said library in accordance with rules 
adopted by it, shall employ such assistants as may be necessary and 
shall fix their compensation. 
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Sec. 3. [Indebtedness—Taxes. § 16e.] Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to confer on any village the authority to incur 
any indebtedness or to levy any additional taxes for the purpose of ad- 
ministering this Act. The powers herein contained are in addition to 
and not in limitation of any powers elsewhere granted to villages to 
establish and maintain free, public libraries. 


HISTORICAL RESEARCH 


AN ACT to provide for the promotion of historical research in the 
several counties of the State. [Approved May 20, 1907. L.1907, p. 
374. Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 70-1, p. 478.] 


Sec. 1. [Counties, cities, etc., may make appropriations for his- 
torical research and publications. § 70.] Be it enacted by the People 
of the State of Illinois, represented in the General Assembly: That the 
several counties, cities, towns and villages in this state acting through 
their constituted authorities, shall have power to encourage and pro- 
mote historical research within their respective jurisdictions by making 
reasonable appropriations for the publication of the proceedings of and 
such papers and other documents of historic interest as may be fur- 
nished by any historic or other society engaged in historic research, and 
for ascertaining and marking the location of ancient forts, villages, 
missions, military encampments, habitations of aborigines and other 
places of historic interest, and to provide for the manner in which and 
the purposes for which such appropriations shall be expended. 


Sec. 2. [Printing and sales. § 71.] The authorities of such 
counties, cities, towns and villages having so undertaken the publication 
of the proceedings, papers and documents mentioned in the first section 
of this act shall have power to cause the same to be printed or published 
in book or pamphlet form and to provide for the sale thereof at such 
prices as in their judgment will reimburse the cost of publication. 


INCORPORATION OF FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES 
(Founded by Gifts) 


AN ACT to encourage and promote the establishment of free public 
libraries in cities, villages and towns of this state. [Approved June 
17, 1891. L.1891, p. 157. Ill. Rey. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 32-35, 
p. 472.] 


Sec. 1. [May form corporation when library founded by dona- 
tion. § 32.] Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, rep- 
resented in the General Assembly: That whenever property, real or per- 
sonal, has heretofore been or shall hereafter be devised or bequeathed 
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by last will and testament, or granted, conveyed or donated by deed or 
other instrument, to trustees to be applied by them to the foundation 
and establishment in any of the cities, villages aud towns of this state 
of a free public library, it shall be lawful, when not otherwise provided in 
said will or other instrument of gift, for the acting trustees in any 
such case, in order to promote the better establishment, maintenance 
and management of such library, to cause to be formed a corporation 
under the provisions of this act, with the rights, powers and privileges 
hereinafter provided for. 


Sec. 2. [Statement for incorporation filed with the Secretary of 
State. § 33.] Such acting trustees may make, sign and acknowledge 
before any officer authorized to take acknowledgments of deeds in 
this state, and file in the office of the Secretary of State a statement 
in writing, in which shall be set forth the intent of such trustees to 
form a corporation under this act; a copy of the will or other instru- 
ment by which endowment of said library has been provided; the 
name adopted for the proposed corporation (which shall not be the 
name of any other corporation already existing); the city, village 
or town in which the library and the principal place of business of 
the corporation will be located; the number of managers who may 
be denominated trustees, managers or directors of the corporation; 
and the names of the trustees, managers or directors who are to con- 
stitute the original board of such officers, and who shall hold until 
their successors respectively are elected and qualified, as in this act 
provided. 


~ 


Sec. 3. [Certificate of incorporation. § 34.] Upon the filing in 
his office of such a statement as aforesaid the Secretary of State shall 
issue to the incorporators, under his hand and seal of state, a certifi- 
cate, of which the aforesaid statement shall be a part, declaring that 
the organization of the corporation is perfected. The incorporators 
shall thereupon cause such certificate to be recorded in a proper 
record book for the purpose in the office of the recorder of deeds of 
the county in which the said library is to be located; and thereupon the 
corporation shall be deemed fully organized and may proceed to 
carry out its corporate purposes, and may receive by conveyance, 
from the trustees under said will, deed or other instrument of dona- 
tion, the property provided by will or otherwise as aforesaid for the 
endowment of said library, and may hold the same in whatever form 
it may have been received or conveyed by said trustees until such 
form shall be changed by the action of said corporation. 


Sec. 4. [Powers of corporation—Duties of trustees—Taxation— 
Reports, etc. § 35.] Organizations formed under this act shall be 
bodies corporate and politic to be known under the names stated in 
the respective certificates or articles of incorporation; and by such 
corporate names they shall have and possess the ordinary rights and 
incidents of corporations, and shall be capable of taking, holding and 
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disposing of real and personal estate for all purposes of their or- 
ganization. The provisions of any will, deed or other instrument by 
which endowment is given to said library and accepted by said trus- 
tees, managers or directors shall, as to such endowment, be a part of 
the organic and fundamental law of such corporation. 

The trustees, managers or directors of any such corporation 
shall compose its members, and shall not be less than seven nor more 
than fifteen in number; shall elect the officers of the corporation 
from their number; and shall have control and management of its 
affairs and property; may accept donations, and in their discretion 
hold the same in the form in which they are given, for all purposes 
of science, literature and are germane to the object and purpose of 
said corporation. They may fill by election, subject to the approval 
of the chief justice, for the time being, of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, vacancies occurring in their own number by death, in- 
capacity, retirement or otherwise, and may make lawful by-laws for 
the management of the corporation and of the library, which by-laws 
shall set forth what officers there shall be of the corporation, and 
shall define and prescribe their respective duties. They may appoint 
and employ from time to time such agents and employees as they 
may deem necessary for the efficient administration and conduct of 
the library and other affairs of the corporation. Whenever any 
trustee, manager or director shall be elected to fill any vacancy, a 
certificate under the seal of the corporation, giving the name of the 
person elected, shall be recorded in the office of the recorder of deeds 
where the articles of incorporation are recorded. 

Whenever, by the provisions of such will, deed or other instru- 
ment by which endowment is created, the institution endowed, is 
declared to be and is free and public, the library and other property 
of such corporation shall be forever exempt from taxation. 

The trustees, managers or directors of such corporation shall, in 
the month of January in each year, cause to be made a report to the 
Governor of the state for the year ending on the thirty-first day of 
December, preceding, of the condition of the library and of the funds 
and other property of the corporation showing the assets and invest- 
ments of such corporation in detail. 


LIBRARIES IN PUBLIC PARKS 


AN ACT concerning free public libraries in public parks. [Approved 
May 14, 1903. L.1903, p. 262. Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 
41-44, p. 472-473.] 


Sec. 1. [Public library may be located within park—Condemna- 
tion. § 41.] Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, 
represented in the General Assembly: That the corporate authorities of 
cities and park districts, or any board of park commissioners having the 
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control or supervision of any public park or parks, are hereby authorized 
to permit any free public library, organized under the terms and pro- 
visions of an act entitled, “An act to encourage and promote the 
establishment of free public libraries in cities, villages and towns of 
this State,” approved June 17, 1891, in force July 1, 1891, to erect 
and maintain, at its own expense, its library building within any pub- 
lic park now or hereafter under the control or supervision of such 
city, park district or board of park commissioners and to contract 
with any such free public library relative to the erection, maintenance 
and administration thereof. If any owner or owners of any lands or 
lots abutting or fronting on any such park, or adjacent thereto, or 
any other person or persons, have any right, easement, interest or 
property in such public park appurtenant to their lands or lots, or 
otherwise, which would be interfered with by the erection and mainte- 
nance of any free public library building, as hereinbefore provided, 
or any right to have such public park, or any part thereof, remain 
open and vacant and free from any buildings the corporate authorities 
of the city or park district or any board of park commissioners, hav- 
ing control of such park, may condemn the same in the manner pre- 
scribed in an act of the General Assembly entitled, “An Act to pro- 
vide for the exercise of the right of eminent domain,” approved April 
10, 1872, in force July 1, 1872, and the amendments thereto.

Sec. 2. [Control and management. § 42.] The directors, trus- 
tees or managers of any public library which shall erect its library build- 
ing in or upon any public park, under the terms and provisions as afore- 
said, shall, so long as said building is maintained as a free public 
library, control, direct and manage the affairs of such library, as 
heretofore, under the terms and provisions of an act entitled, “An 
Act to encourage and promote the establishment of free public libraries 
in cities, villages and towns of this State,” approved June 17, 1891, 
in force July 1, 1891, and in all respects the same as though the said 
building was not erected in or upon a public park. 


Sec. 3. [Submitting question to voters—Condemnation—Pay- 
ment for property. § 43.] In case the directors, trustees or managers 
of any free public library, or a majority of them, shall make request in 
writing, of the corporate authorities of such city, park district or board 
of park commissioners for permission to erect a free public library 
building in or upon any public park, under the control, supervision 
or jurisdiction of such city, park district or board of park commis- 
sioners designating the site desired and the general style and ap- 
proximate cost of such building, it shall be the duty of such authorities 
to submit the question of granting such request to the legal voters of 
such city or park district at the next municipal election; and if a 
majority of the legal voters, voting upon such question at any such 
election shall favor the granting by said city, park district or board 
of park commissioners of the aforesaid request, then the said authori- 
ties or board of park commissioners shall authorize the erection of 
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said building, as aforesaid, and if necessary proceed to condemn, as 
aforesaid, any right, easement or interest, belonging to such abutting 
property owners, which would be interfered with by the erection of 
said library building, and such city or park district shall have the 
power to pay for any right, easement or interest so condemned out 
of its general revenues. 


Sec. 3a. [Park authorities may permit erection of library building 
—Condition. § 44.) The corporate authorities of any park district 
whose limits are co-extensive with the limits of any city, village, 
or incorporated town lying wholly within any congressional township, 
in which there is or shall be established and maintained, a free public 
library under the terms and provisions of an act entitled, “An Act 
to authorize cities, incorporated towns and townships to establish 
and maintain free public libraries and reading rooms,” approved and 
in force March 7, 1872, and all acts amendatory thereof, the corporate 
authorities of any such city, village, or incorporated town having the 
control or supervision of any public park or parks, are hereby authorized 
to permit the board. of library directors having control of such library, 
to erect and maintain in any public park of such park district, city, 
village, or incorporated town, a library building which shall be under 
the exclusive control and supervision of said board of library directors, so 
long as such building shall be used as a free public library; and to con- 
tract with such board of library directors relative to the erection and 
maintenance and administration thereof: Provided, that any portion of 
such building less than the whole which shall not from time to time 
be needed for library purposes, may be rented for public purposes only 
by said board of library directors to or with the consent of such park 
district, city, village, or incorporated town. 

Provided, however, that before this act shall become effective as 
to any such park district, city, village, incorporated town or township, 
it must first be submitted to a vote of the people thereof at a regular 
election of officers thereof, or at a special election called for such pur- 
pose by the corporate authorities of such park district, city, village, 
incorporated town or township, as the case may be. In case of such 
special election, at least twenty days’ notice of the purpose thereof and 
of the time and place of holding the same shall be given by publica- 
tion at least once in a newspaper of general circulation published in 
such park district, city, village, incorporated town or township; or, 
if none there is published, then in a newspaper of general circulation 
published in the county or counties in which such park district, city, 
village, incorporated town or township is located. The votes cast upon 
the question shall be counted, canvassed and returned as in the case 
of the election of officers of such park district, city, village, incorpor- 
ated town or township, as the case may be, and if a majority of the 
votes cast upon such question shall be in the affirmative, then this act 
shall be at once applicable and in force as to such park district, city, 
village, incorporated town or township. [Added by act approved May 
18, 1917. L.1917, p. 564.] 
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LIBRARY ASSOCIATIONS 
(Sale or Lease of Property to Public Libraries) 


AN ACT to enable library associations to sell and transfer their real 
and personal property. [Approved March 24, 1874. R. S. 1874, p. 
664. Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 28-29, p. 471.] 


Sec. 1. [Library associations may sell, etc., to public libraries— 
Meeting—Notice. { 28.] Be it enacted by the People of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assembly: That whenever any 
library association organized under any law of this state, and own- 
ing any real or personal property in this state, shall desire to sell or 
lease the same, or any part thereof, absolutely or with conditions, to 
the board of directors of any free public library, organized under 
the laws of this state, such sale or lease may be made in the manner 
following, viz.: the directors of such association shall call a meeting 
of all the members, subscribers or stockholders thereof, to be held at 
the rooms of said library or office of the secretary of such associa- 
tion, written or printed notice of the time, place and object of such 
meeting, and of the terms and conditions of the proposed sale or 
lease being first mailed, at least thirty (30) days prior to the time 
of such meeting, to the address of each member, subscriber or stock- 
holder whose place of residence is known to any of the officers or 
directors of such association, and by publishing such notice for at 
least thirty (30) consecutive days next preceding the time of such 
meeting, in some newspaper published and of general circulation in 
the county where the property of said association is situate. 


Sec. 2. [Wote—Manner of making conveyance, etc. § 29.] If 
the members, subscribers or stockholders representing the majority in 
amount of the stock of such association, shall vote, at such meeting, 
in favor of such sale or lease upon the terms or conditions specified 
in such notice, or, in case said association shall consist of two or more 
departments, if a majority of the members, subscribers or stock- 
holders of each department shall vote at such meeting in favor of 
such sale or lease so specified, then the president and secretary shall 
cause a record of the proceedings of such meeting, verified by the 
oath of the president thereof, together with an affidavit of the serv- 
ice or publication of notice as herein required, to be filed in the office 
of the clerk of the circuit court of the county where the property of 
such association is situate; after which the president and secretary 
of the said association shall be and are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to execute any and all necessary deeds, leases, bills of sale, 
or other instruments in writing, to carry out the object and intent of 
said vote; which, when duly executed, shall be sufficient to pass to 
the board of directors of such free public library all the legal and 
equitable title of said association in and to the real or personal prop- 
erty in said instrument described as therein set forth. 
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TOWNSHIP LIBRARY BUILDING AND SITES 


AN ACT to enable boards of directors of public libraries to borrow 
money for the erection or improvement of library buildings or to 
purchase library sites. [Approved May 18, 1905. L.1905, p. 313. 
Ill. Rev., Stat., 1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 46-54, p. 473-475.] 


Sec. 1. [Borrowing money for library purposes. § 46.] Be it 
enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in the General 
Assembly: That for the purpose of erecting, repairing or improving 
library buildings or purchasing sites for library buildings, the direc- 
tors of any township library, organized under the laws of this state, 
when thereunto authorized by majority of all the votes cast at an 
election called for that purpose, may borrow money, and may issue 
bonds therefor, in the sums of not less than one hundred dollars 
($100) bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum 
annum and for a term not to exceed twenty years: Provided, that the 
sum borrowed, in any one year shall not exceed five per centum (in- 
cluding existing indebtedness) of the taxable property of the town- 
ship, to be ascertained by the last assessment for state and county taxes 
previous to the incurring of such indebtedness. 


Sec. 2. [Issuing bonds—Registered. § 47.] All bonds au 
thorized to be issued by virtue of the foregoing section before being so 
issued, negotiated and sold shall be signed by the president and secretary 
of such board of directors, and shall be registered, numbered and coun- 
tersigned by the supervisor of the township wherein such library is lo- 
cated. Such registry shall be made in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose; and in such register shall be first entered the record of the elec- 
tion authorizing the directors to borrow money, and then a description 
of the bonds issued by virtue of such authority as to number, date, to 
whom issued, amount, rate of interest and when due. 


Sec. 3. [Money delivered to supervisor. § 48.] All moneys 
borrowed under the authority granted by this act shall be paid to the 
supervisor of the township wherein the bonds issued therefor are re- 
quired to be registered, and upon receiving such moneys, the supervisor 
shall deliver the bond or bonds issued therefor, to the parties entitled to 
receive the same; and shall credit the sums received to the library fund 





the date of such payment. 
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Sec. 4. [Election on borrowing money—Notice. § 49.] When- 
ever it is desired to hold an election for the purpose of borrowing money 
as provided for in this act, the board of directors of the public library 
of such township shall give at least ten days’ notice of the holding of 
such election by posting notices in at least five of the most public 
places in said township and also by publishing such notice at least 
once in some newspaper published in said township, if any such there 
be. Such notices shall specify the place where such election is to be 
held, the time of opening and closing the polls (which shall be not less 
than four consecutive hours), and the question or proposition to be 
voted upon, which notice of election may be substantially in the follow- 
ing form, viz:

Sec. 5. [Judges of election—Oath. § 50.) At such election 3 
of the directors of such library shall act as judges. In case either or any 
of the directors shall. fail, from any cause, to be present or to act at 
such election, at the time of opening the polls therefor, the legal voters 
assembled shall choose from their number 3 persons to act as judges of 
such election. The judges shall take and subscribe the oath required of 
judges of an election held for state and county officers, and such oath 
shall be administered in the same manner as is or may be provided for 
administering oaths to judges at a state or county election. At such elec- 
tion all votes shall be by ballot. As amended by act approved July 6, 
1957. L.1957, H. B. No. 500. 


Sec. 6. [Failure to return poll book. § 51.] Within ten days 
after every such election the judges shall cause the poll book to be re- 
tumed to the town clerk of the township in which such library is located 
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with a certificate thereon showing the result of such election, which poll 
book shall be filed and safely kept by the town clerk, and shall be evi- 
dence of such election. For a failure to return such poll book to the 
town clerk within the time prescribed, the judges of such election shall 
severally be liable to a penalty of not less than $25 nor more than $100, 
to be recovered in a suit in the name of the People of the State of 
Illinois, before any justice of the peace, and when collected shall be 
added to the library fund of the township in which such library is 
located. As amended by act approved July 6, 1957. L.1957, H. B. 
No. 500. 


Sec. 7. [Refunding bonds. § 52.| In all cases where any board 
of directors of any township library have issued or may hereafter issue 
bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness for money on account of 
any public library building, or for the improvement thereof, which 
remain outstanding and which are properly authorized by law, such 
board of directors may, upon the surrender of any such bonds or 
other evidence of indebtedness, or any number thereof, issue in place 
or in lieu thereof, or to take up the same to the holders or owners of 
the same, or to other persons for money with which to take up the 
same, new bonds or other evidences of the indebtedness in such form, 
of such amount, upon such time, not exceeding the term of twenty 
years, and drawing such rate of interest, not exceeding six per cen- 
tum per annum, as may be determined upon, and such new bonds or 
other evidences of indebtedness so issued shall show that they are 
issued under this act. Provided, that the issue of such new bonds 
in lieu of such indebtedness shall be authorized by the legal voters 
of such township voting at an election called, and conducted as other 
elections provided for in Section 4 of this act: and, Provided, fur- 
ther, that such bonds or other evidence of indebtedness shall not be is- 
sued so as to increase the aggregate indebtedness of such township 
beyond five per centum of the value of the taxable property therein, 
to be ascertained by the last assessment for state and county taxes, 
prior to the issuing of such bonds or other evidences of indebtedness. 


Sec. 8. [Certificate for tax levy. § 53.] The board of directors 
of the public library of any township, which shall have issued bonds 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, shall, on or before the first Tues- 
day in August, of each year, ascertain as near as practicable, the 
amount of money which must be raised by special taxation for the 
ensuing year, for the purpose of paying the interest upon such bonds 
and the principal thereof, as they shall respectively become due; and 
shall cause the same to be certified, under the hands of the president 
and secretary of such board of directors, and filed in the office of the 
county clerk of the county in which library is situated, on or before 
the second Monday in August of each year; which certificate may be 
substantially in the form following:

Sec. 9. iCennty « clerk to compute 5 deel § 54.) It shall 
be the duty of the county clerk when making out the tax books for the 
collector to compute each taxable person’s taxes in such township upon 
the total amount of taxable property as equalized by the State Board 
of Equalization for that year, whether belonging to residents or non- 
residents, and also each and every tract of land assessed by the as- 
sessor, which lies in such township. Such computation shall be made 
so as to realize the amount of money required to be raised in such 
township, as shown and set forth im the certificate of tax levy, made 
out by the board of directors of such public library and filed with 
the said county clerk as required by the provisions of this act. The 
said county clerk shall cause each person’s tax so computed to be 
set upon the tax books to be delivered to the collector for that year 
in a separate column, against each taxpayer's name, or parcel of 
taxable property, as it appears in said collector's books, to be col- 
lected in the same manner and at the same time and by the same 
persons as state and county taxes are collected. The computation 
of each person’s tax and the levy made by the clerk, as aforesaid,

VILLAGE TAXES FOR LIBRARIES AND GYMNASIUMS 
(Villages Of Less Than !,000 Population) 


AN ACT to authorize Villages to levy taxes for the maintenance and 
operation of free public libraries and gymnasiums acquired by 
gift or grant. Filed July 25, 1939. L.1939, p. 381. [Ill. Rev. Stat., 
1957, Chap. 81, Sec. 74-75, p. 478.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Tax authorized—Amount—Use of fund—Report to vil- 
lage board—Copy to be filed. § 74.] The corporate authorities of any 
village of 1000 population or less, in which a free public library and 
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gymnasium has been established by public and private, or public or 
private, grant or donation, absolutely or in trust, on land conveyed 
therefor to such village, where the management thereof has been vested 
by any such donor in a board of directors from time to time elected in 
accordance with Sections 10 and 11 of “An Act to authorize cities, 
villages and incorporated towns and townships to establish and main- 
tain free public libraries and reading rooms”, approved March 7, 1872, 
as amended,’ or any board of trustees appointed by the president and 
board of trustees in accordance with the terms of any gift or grant, 
may levy a tax of not to exceed .15 per cent of full, fair cash value, as 
equalized or assessed by the Department of Revenue, on all the taxable 
property in such village, for the maintenance and operation of such 
library and gymnasium. Such tax shall be levied and collected with the 
general taxes of such village, and the proceeds shall be deposited in the 
treasury of such village to the credit of the library and gymnasium 
fund and kept separate and apart from other moneys of such village. 
Such fund shall be drawn upon by the proper officers of such library and 
gymnasium upon the properly authenticated vouchers of the library and 
gymnasium board, provided that no trustee shall receive compensation 
as such from said fund. Provided, further, that the foregoing limitations 
upon tax rates are subject to the provisions of the General Revenue 
Law of Illinois. 

The board of directors shall make a report to the village board, 
and file a copy thereof with the Illinois State Library in accordance 
with section seven of “An Act to authorize cities, villages, incorporated 
towns and townships to establish and maintain free public libraries 
and reading rooms”, approved March 7, 1872, as amended.’ Such taxes 
shall be in addition to the maximum of taxes permitted under Section 
16—1 of the “Revised Cities and Villages Act”, approved August 15, 
1941, as amended.” As amended by act approved May 16, 1957. L.1957, 
H. B. No. 83.

Sec. 2. [Act to be submitted to voters. § 75.] This Act shall 
not become effective in any village to which it is applicable until the 
same shall first have been submitted to a vote of the inhabitants of such 
village at a general or special election called for that purpose, pro- 
vided that thirty days notice of such election shall be given by posting 
notices in five of the most public places in such village. 

If a majority of those voting upon the proposition shall be for 
the adoption of this Act it shall thereafter be of full force and effect 
in such village, but if a majority be against the adoption of this Act, 
it shall not be again submitted to a vote until two years after the date 
of such election. 





























STATE LIBRARIES 


Illinois State Historical Library 


AN ACT to establish the Illinois State Historical Library, and to pro- 
vide for its care and maintenance, and to make appropriations 
therefor. [Approved May 25, 1889, p. 199. Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, 
Chap. 128, Sec. 1-17, p. 1984-1985.] 


Sec. 1. [State Historical Library established. {§ 13.] Be it en- 
acted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in the General 
Assembly: That there is hereby established at the capital of the state 
a Historical Library, which shall be known as the “Illinois State His- 
torical Library.” 


Sec. 2. [Sets apart rooms for its use. § 14.] Repealed by act 
approved July 8, 1947. L.1947, p. 1719. 


Sec. 3. [Trustees—Appointment—No compensation. § 15.] 
The Illinois State Historical Library shall be under the control and 
management of three trustees well versed in the history of the state, and 
qualified by habit and disposition to discharge the duties of their 
office, who shall be chosen and appointed by the Governor by and with 
the consent of the Senate, for the term of two years, and, until their 
successors have been appointed and commissioned. The said trustees 
shall receive no compensation, for their services, except for their actual 
expenses while in the discharge of their official duties, to be paid upon 
itemized accounts approved by the Governor. 


Sec. 4. [Powers of trustees. § 16.] The said trustees shall have 
power and they are hereby required to make all necessary rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws not inconsistent with law to carry into effect the 
purposes of this Act and to procure from time to time as may be pos- 
sible and practicable, at reasonable cost, all books, pamphlets, manu- 
scripts, monographs, writings, and other material of historical interest 
and useful to the historian bearing upon the political, physical, re- 
ligious or social history of the State of Illinois from the earliest known 
period of time. The trustees shall have authority to exchange any 
books, pamphlets, manuscripts, records or other material which such 
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library may acquire that are of no historical interest or for any reason 
are of no value to it, with any other library, school or historical 
society. The trustees shall distribute volumes of the series known as 
the Illinois Historical Collections now in print, and to be printed, to 
all who may apply for same and who pay to said Illinois State His- 
torical Library for said volumes the sum of two dollars and fifty cents 
($2.50) for each of said volumes received by such applicants. How- 
ever, the trustees shall have authority to furnish not to exceed twenty- 
five of each of the volumes of said Illinois Historical Collections, free 
of charge to each of the authors and editors of said collections or parts 
thereof; to furnish, as in their discretion they deem necessary or de- 
sirable, a reasonable number of each of the volumes of said Collections 
without charge to archives, libraries and similar institutions from 
which material has been drawn or assistance has been given in the 
preparation of said Collections, and to the officials thereof; to furnish, 
as in their discretion they deem necessary or desirable, a reasonable 
number of each of the volumes of said Collections without charge to 
the University of Illinois Library and to instructors and officials of 
said University, and to public libraries in the State of Illinois. Said 
trustees may also make exchanges of said Historical Collections with 
any other library, school or historical society, and to distribute volumes 
of said collections for review purposes, without charge. All proceeds 
received by the Illinois State Historical Library from the sale of 
volumes of the series of the Illinois Historical Collections shall be paid 
into the General Revenue fund in the State treasury. The trustees 
shall also have power to obtain pursuant to the provisions of the “Per- 
sonnel Code” enacted by the 69th General Assembly some person having 
the requisite qualifications as State Historian. As amended by act ap- 
proved July 18, 1955. L.1955, p. 2230. 


Sec. 5. [Appropriation.] 


Sec. 6. [State Historical Society made a department of the State 
Historical Library. {§ 17.] That the Illinois State Historica! Society, 
be, and the same is hereby declared a department of the Illinois State 
Historical Library, and the board of trustees of said Illinois State 
Historical Library is hereby authorized to pay for the necessary 
stationery, postage and other like incidental expenses of the said IIli- 
nois State Historical Society, out of any fund the Legislature may 
appropriate to the said Illinois State Historical Library for such pur- 
poses; and also to pay the expenses of interviewing old settlers of the 
State of Illinois, examining county, church, school and the like records, 
at the discretion of the board of trustees of said Illinois State Histori- 
cal Library, and the auditing of the accounts of which shall be subject 
to the approval of the Governor of the State of Illinois. And, pro- 
vided, further, that all such material shall be the property of the said 
Illinois State Historical Library and shall be deposited among its 
archives for reference and safe keeping. [Added by act approved May 
16, 1903. L.1903, p. 229.]

Illinois State Library 


AN ACT to revise the law in relation to the state library and to 
repeal an Act herein named. Approved July 13, 1939. L.1939, p. 697. 
Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 128, Sec. 12.1-12.17, p. 1983-84.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Short title. § 12.1.] This Act shall be known and may 
be cited as “The State Library Act.” 


Sec. 2. [Secretary of State to be librarian. § 12.2.) The Secre- 
tary of State shall be librarian of the State Library, and shall have the 
direction and control thereof. He may make and enforce such rules 
and regulations in relation to the care, arrangement and use of books, 
maps, charts, papers, furniture and other things belonging to the 
State Library as he may deem proper. 


Sec. 3. [Regional library districts. {§ 12.3.] The State shall be 
divided into six regional library districts as follows: 

District 1—Jo Daviess, Stevenson, Winnebago, Boone, McHenry, 

Lake, Carroll, Ogle, DeKalb, Whiteside, Lee, Rock 
Island, Henry, Bureau, LaSalle, Kendall, Stark, Put- 
nam, Marshall, Grundy. 

District 2—Kane, Cook, DuPage, Will. 
| District 3—Kankakee, Livingston, Iroquois, McLean, Ford, Ver- 
| milion, Champaign, DeWitt, Piatt, Macon, Christian, 

Shelby, Moultrie, Douglas, Edgar, Coles, Clark, Cum- 
berland. 

District 4+—Mercer, Knox, Peoria, Woodford, Tazewell, Fulton, 
Warren, Henderson, Hancock, McDonough, Adams, 
Schuyler, Mason, Logan, Menard, Cass, Brown, Pike, 
Morgan, Sangamon, Scott, Greene, Calhoun, Jersey. 

District 5—Macoupin, Montgomery, Madison, Bond, Fayette, 
Effingham, Jasper, Crawford, Lawrence, Richland, 
Clay, Marion, Clinton, St. Clair, Monroe, Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Perry, Randolph. 

District 6—Jackson, Franklin, Wayne, Edwards, Wabash, White, 
Hamilton, Gallatin, Saline, Williamson, Union, John- 
son, Pope, Hardin, Alexander, Pulaski, Massac. 

The Secretary of State shall appoint in each of these regional 
library districts a District Librarian, except in District 2, composed 
of Kane, Cook, DuPage and Will counties, he may appoint two Dis- 
trict Librarians. 
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The terms of District Librarians serving on the effective date of 
this amendatory Act of 1951 shall be as follows: the terms of Librarians 
in Districts 1 and 2 shall expire January 1, 1953; in Districts 3 and 4, 
January 1, 1955; and in Districts 5 and 6, January 1, 1957. Thereafter, 
each District Librarian shall have a term of six years. As amended by 
act approved August 6, 1951. L.1951, p. 2102. 


Sec. 4. [State library Advisory Committee. {§ 12.4.] There is 
hereby created an Advisory Library Committee whose duty it shall be 
to make recommendations concerning the policies and management of 
the State Library. 

The Committee shall consist of the following persons: 

The Secretary of State, or his duly authorized representative; 

The Director of the University of Illinois Library School; 

The Dean of the Extension Services of the University of Illinois; 

The Professor of Rural Sociology at the University of Illinois; 

The District Librarians; and 

One citizen member appointed in each District by the Secretary 
of State. The citizen members first appointed shall serve the following 
terms: in Districts 1 and 2, till January 1, 1953; in Districts 3 and 4, 
till January 1, 1955; and in Districts 5 and 6, till January 1, 1957. 
Thereafter each citizen member shall serve a term of six years. 

The Advisory Library Committee shall elect its own chairman and 
secretary. As amended by act approved Aug. 6, 1951. L.1951, p. 2102. 


Sec. 5. [Purpose of library. § 12.5.] The Illinois State Library 
shall: 

(a) Maintain a library for State officials and employees of the 
State, especially of informational material pertaining to the phases 
of their work and to provide for them material for general reading 
and study. 

(b) Bea supplementary source for reading materials unavailable 
in the local libraries. 

(c) Assist local libraries in their plans of cooperation for better 
work and services in their communities and to loan them books and 
other materials in furtherance of this object. 

(d) Be ready to help local groups in developing a program by 
which library service can be arranged for in rural communities and 
tural schools now without such service. 

(e) Be a clearing house, in an advisory capacity, for questions 
and problems pertaining to the administration and functioning of 
public and school libraries in Illinois. As amended by act approved July 
6, 1957. L.1957, H. B. No. 770. 


Sec. 6. (Catalog. § 12.6.] The librarian shall prepare a card 
catalog containing information with respect to items in the State Li 
brary. Such catalog to be similar to those used in American libraries. 
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Sec. 7. [Ownership marks. § 12.7.] The librarian shall cause 
each book in the library and those to be added to bear an ownership 
mark reading “Illinois State Library” and such other official marks as 
are commonly used in American libraries. 


Sec. 8. [Who entitled to use library. § 12.8.] Books and other 
reading material may be loaned to state officials, employees of the 
state, urban and rural schools not having library facilities in the 
schools, study groups, individuals living in communities without 
library service and to established libraries to supplement their book 
collection and to other individuals at the discretion of the State Li- 
brarian. 

Any individual, study group, school, library, or community re- 
questing reading materials from the State Library must fill in an 
application for this service, thereby becoming officially recorded as a 
registered borrower of the State Library. 

Registrants not requesting reading materials for three consecu- 
tive years must renew their application before reading materials can 
be loaned to them. 


Sec. 9. [Registry of books taken and returned. § 12.9.) A rec- 
ord shall be kept of all books or other items loaned by the Illinois State 
Library for such period and under such regulations as determined 
by the State Librarian. 


Sec. 10. [Replacements. § 12.10.] If any person fails to return 
any book or other item taken from the library within the time pre- 
scribed by the State Librarian, or injures the same, he shall be 
obliged to replace the said item, such replacement item to be in new 
condition. 


Sec. 11. [Fines—Evidence. § 12.11.] All fines and charges for 
any books or other items lost accruing under and by virtue of this Act, 
or for the violation of any of the rules adopted by the librarian, shall 
be recoverable in the name of the People of the State of Illinois by 
an action of debt before any justice of the peace or court having 
jurisdiction of the same. In all such trials, the entries of the li- 
brarian, made as herebefore prescribed shall be evidence of the de- 
livery of the book and of the date of such delivery; and it shall be 
his duty to carry the provisions of this Act into effect, and to sue 


for all injuries done to the library, and for all penalties under this 
Act. 


Sec. 12. [Federal aid. § 12.12.] The Secretary of State is hereby 
authorized and empowered to do all things necessary and proper to 
fully cooperate with the United States Commission of Education in 
the administering of any act heretofore, or hereafter enacted for the 
purpose of appropriation of funds for the payment of salaries, books, 
Periodicals, library supplies, equipment and for the maintenance of 
the expense of public library services. 
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Sec. 13. [Seal and authenticated copies. § 12.13.] The State 
librarian shall have an official seal which shall be used to authenticate all 
books or records in his custody that are not exempt from examination 
as confidential or protected by subsisting copyright. A fee of fifty 
cents per page shall be charged for each authenticated book or 
record, except there shall be no charge for the making or authenti- 
cation of such copies or reproductions furnished to any department 
or agency of the state for official use. When any such copy or 
reproduction is authenticated by the official seal of the State li- 
brarian, it shall be prima facie evidence of the correctness of such 
books and records and shall be received in evidence in the same 
manner and with like effect as the originals. 




















Legislative Reference Bureau 


AN ACT to establish a joint legislative reference bureau and to define 
the powers and duties thereof. [Approved June 26, 1913; L.1913, p. 
391; as amended by act approved June 20, 1921. L.1921, p. 471. 
Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 63, Sec. 29 and 31, p. 164.] 


Sec. 5. [Duties of bureau—Advisory committee on revision of 
laws. § 29.] It shall be the duty of said reference bureau: 


(a) To establish in the State Capitol a reference bureau, which 
shall be open daily, excepting Sundays and legal holidays, in which 
shall be collected and kept, in such manner as may make the same 
readily accessible, such laws, reports, books, periodicals, documents, 
catalogues, check-lists, digests, summaries of the laws of other states 
upon current legislation, and such other printed or written matter as 
may aid the members of the General Assembly in the performance of 
their official duties; 


(b) The reference bureau shall collect, catalogue, classify, in- 
dex, completely digest, topically index, check-list and summarize all 
bills, memorials, resolutions and orders, as well as substitutes and 
amendments and changes, if any, introduced in each branch of the 
General Assembly, as soon as practicable after the same shall have 
been printed, and shall furnish copies of the digest indexed and 
topically indexed, to each member of the General Assembly, on Mon- 
day of each week during the session of the General Assembly; 


Sec. 7. [Co-operation of State library. § 31.] The board of 
commissioners for the management of the State library shall co-operate 
with the said reference bureau and shall make the facilities of said 
library accessible, so far as practicable, for the use of said reference 
bureau, and are hereby authorized to loan to said reference bureau 
any books, periodicals, documents, reports or other printed or written 
matter belonging to said library. 








Supreme Court 


AN ACT to revise the law in relation to the supreme court. [Approved 
March 23, 1874. R.S. 1874, p. 327. Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 37, 
Sec. 22, p. 1418.] 


Sec. 17. [Librarian of Supreme Court. § 22.] The judges of 
the Supreme Court shall appoint a librarian for the Supreme Court 
Library, located at the State Capitol, and prescribe his duties and fix 
his compensation not exceeding $8,100 per year, to be paid as other 
expenses of the Supreme Court are paid. Such librarian, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, shall give bond payable to the People of 
the State of Illinois in the penal sum of five thousand dollars, with 
security to be approved by two judges of said court conditioned for the 
due preservation of the books belonging to the library, in his charge, 
and for the faithful performance of his duties as such librarian.

Sec. 1. [County may transfer original records to State Historical 
Library, etc—Copies. § 18.] The board of supervisors or board of 
county commissioners, as the case may be, of every county, and the 
city council or board of trustees of every city, town or village in 
this State may, by order or resolution authorize and direct to be 
transferred to the Illinois State Historical Society, the Illinois State 
Historical Library, the State Archives Division or to the State Uni- 
versity Library at Urbana, Illinois, or to any historical society duly 
incorporated and located within their respective counties, such official 
papers, drawings, maps, writings and records of every description as 
may be deemed of historic interest or value, and as may be in the 
custody of any officer of such county, city, town or village. Accurate 
copies of the same when so transferred shall be substituted for the 
original when in the judgment of such county board, city council or 
board of trustees the same may be deemed necessary. As amended by 
act approved July 6, 1957.

Sec. 2. [Duty of officers having control of papers. {§ 19.] It 
shall be the duty of the officer or officers having the custody of such 
papers, drawings, maps, writings and records to permit search to be made 
at all reasonable hours and under their supervision for such as may 
be deemed of historic interest, and whenever so directed by the 
board of supervisors or county board, city council or board of trus- 
tees of such county, city, town or village in the manner prescribed 
in the foregoing section to deliver the same to the trustee, directors 
or librarian or other officer of the library or society designated by 
said board of supervisors or county board, city council or board of 
trustees, as the case may be.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [County or court officers may have their records copied 
on film—Quality of film. § 31.] Any elected or appointed officer of 
any county, municipal corporation or political subdivision of the State 
of Illinois or the clerk of any court may cause any or all public records, 
papers or documents in his custody or under his supervision to be photo- 
graphed, microphotographed or otherwise reproduced on film. The film 
shall comply with the minimum standards of quality approved for per- 
manent photographic records by the National Bureau of Standards 
and the device used to reproduce the records on the film shall be one 
which accurately reproduced the content of the original. As amended 
July 11, 1951. L.1951, p. 1377. 


Sec. 2. [Copy to be deemed original record. § 32.] Any such 
reproduction shall be deemed to be an original record for all purposes, 
including introduction in evidence in all courts or administrative 
agencies. A transcript, exemplification or certified copy thereof shall, 
for all purposes recited herein, be deemed to be a transcript, exempli- 
fication, or certified copy of the original. 


Sec. 3. [Destruction of original records. § 33.] Whenever 
such reproductions are placed in conveniently accessible files and provi- 
sion is made for preserving, examining and using the same, any such 
oficer may authorize or provide for the destruction of his original 
records, papers or documents which have been on file for ten years. 
Original records, papers or documents created prior to 1870 may not 
be destroyed. If any county cannot provide adequate housing or 
storage space for such original records, papers and documents dated 
or executed prior to the year 1870, any such officer or clerk may 
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deposit such records, papers and documents in the Illinois State 
Library archives. The Illinois State Library shall provide counties 
depositing any such records, papers and documents with it, a photo- 
static copy of microfilm of each such record, paper or document. 


Sec. 4. [Statement listing records, papers and documents to be 
reproduced on film—Filing—Posting. § 34.] Any such officer or 
clerk of court before causing any records, papers or documents to be 
photographed, microphotographed or reproduced on film, as provided 
in Section 1 hereof, shall file with the county board of his county or 
with the city council, board of trustees or other governing body of the 
municipal corporation or political subdivision, as the case may be, a 
statement signed by him listing the records, papers and documents he 
desires to cause to be so photographed, microphotographed or otherwise 
reproduced on film and stating that he proposes to cause the records, 
papers and documents so listed to be reproduced on film and sub- 
sequently destroyed. A copy of such statement shall be posted, in a 
public place in the office of the county, city or village clerk, or in the 
office of the governing body of the municipal corporation or political 
subdivision, as the case may be, and in the office of the officer or clerk of 
court signing such statement. The county board, or the city council or 
board of trustees or other governing body of the municipal corporation 
or political subdivision, as the case may be, at any regular or special 
meeting held not less than thirty days after the filing and posting of such 
statement, shall consider said proposal and any objections thereto. 
Unless the county board, or the city council or board of trustees or 
other governing body of the municipal corporation or political subdivi- 
sion, as the case may be, orders within ninety days of the filing and 
posting of such statement, that the records, papers and documents so 
listed, or any of them, shall be preserved, the officer or clerk of court 
signing such statement may, after such ninety day period, cause any of 
the records, papers and documents listed in the statement to be 
photographed, microphotographed or otherwise reproduced on film 
and to cause such records, papers and. documents when so reproduced 
on film to be destroyed in accordance with the provisions of Section 3 
hereof. Provided, that any records, papers or documents so ordered to 
be preserved shall not be destroyed unless included in a statement sub- 
sequently posted and filed in the same manner with the county board, 
or the city council or board of trustees, or other governing body of the 
municipal corporation or political subdivision, as the case may be, 
without any further order of preservation being entered within ninety 
days of the filing and posting of such subsequent statement. As amended 
by act approved July 11, 1955.

AN ACT in relation to the reproduction of public records on film and 
the destruction of the records so reproduced. Approved July 24, 
1943.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Public officer” defined. § 35.] The term “public of- 
ficer” means any officer of the Executive Department of the State gov- 
ernment, the Clerk of the Supreme Court, all officers created by “The 
Civil Administrative Code of Illinois”, approved March 7, 1917, as 
amended,’ and all other officers, boards, commissions and agencies of 
the State government. 

1Jll. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 127, Sec. 1 et seq. 


Sec. 2. [Reproduction of records on film. § 36.) Any public 
oficer of the state may cause any or all records, papers or documents 
made or kept by him to be photographed, microphotographed or re- 
produced on film. The reproduction of records by photographic, micro- 
photographic or other processes, when such reproductions are to serve 
as permanent records, shall comply with the regulations and standards 
of the State Records Commission. The film stock used in making 
photographic or microphotographic copies and the processing thereof 
shall comply with the standards of the National Bureau of Standards for 
permanent record photographic microcopying film. As amended by act 
approved July 6, 1957. L.1957, H. B. No. 767. 


Sec. 3. [Film as original record. { 37.] Such photographs, 
microphotographs or photographic film shall be deemed to be an 
original record for all purposes, including introduction in evidence in all 
courts or administrative agencies. A transcript, exemplification or 
certified copy thereof shall, for all purposes recited herein, be deemed 
to be a transcript, exemplification, or certified copy of the original. 


Sec. 4. [Disposition of originals. § 38.] Whenever such photo- 
graphs, microphotographs or reproductions on film shall be placed in 
conveniently accessible files and provisions made for preserving, exam- 
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ining and using the same, any such public officer may, with the approval 
of the State Records Commission, cause the original records from which 
the photographs or microphotographs have been made or any part 
thereof to be disposed of according to methods prescribed by law. As 
amended by act approved July 10, 1953. L.1953, p. 1029. 














The State Records Act 


AN ACT relating to State records, providing for a State Archives Divi- 
sion of the office of Secretary of State, creating the State Records 
Commission and defining its powers and duties, providing for a con- 
tinuing records and paperwork management program, and repeal- 
ing an Act therein named. Approved July 6, 1957. L.1957, H. B. 
No. 766. [Ill. Rev. Stat., 1957, Chap. 116, Sec. 43.4-43.28, pp. 1260- 
1263.] 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented in 
the General Assembly: 


Sec. 1. [Title. { 43.4.] This Act shall be known as “The State 
Records Act.” 


Sec. 2. (Definitions. { 43.5.] For the purposes of this Act: 

“Secretary” means the Secretary of State. 

“Record” or “records” means all books, papers, maps, photographs, 
or other official documentary materials, regardless of physical form or 
characteristics, made, produced, executed or received by any agency in 
the State in pursuance of state law or in connection with the transaction 
of public business and preserved or appropriate for preservation by that 
agency or its successor as evidence of the organization, functions, poli- 
cies, decisions, procedures, operations, or other activities of the State or 
of the State Government, or because of the informational data con- 
tained therein. Library and museum material made or acquired and 
preserved solely for reference or exhibition purposes, extra copies of 
documents preserved only for convenience of reference, and stocks of 
publications and of processed documents are not included within the 
definition of records as used in this Act. 

“Agency” means all parts, boards, and commissions of the executive 
branch, of the State government including but not limited to all de- 
partments established by the “Civil Administrative Code of Illinois,” as 
heretofore or hereafter amended. 

“Public Officer” or “public officers” means all officers of the execu- 
tive branch of the State government, all officers created by the “Civil 
Administrative Code of Illinois,” as heretofore or hereafter amended, 
and all other officers and heads, presidents, or chairmen of boards, com- 
missions, and agencies of the State government. 

“Commission” means the State Records Commission. 

“Archivist” means the Secretary of State. 


Sec. 3. [Public policy as to records—Exception. § 43.6.] All 
records of the expenditure or receipt of public funds, including but not 
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limited to, warrants, vouchers, invoices, purchase orders, requisitions, 
payrolls, records of receipts and similar documents made, created, or 
filed by or on file with any public officer of the State or any agency of 
the State are public records and shall be open to public inspection, 
except as otherwise provided pursuant to law, at all reasonable times. 
Nothing in this Section shall be construed to limit any right given by 
statute or rule of law with respect to the inspection of other types of 
records. 


Sec. 4. [Right of access by public—R e productions—Fees, 
§ 43.7.] Any person shall have the right of access to any public records 
of the expenditure or receipt of public funds as defined in Section 3 
for the purpose of obtaining copies of the same or of making photo- 
graphs of the same while in the possession, custody and control of the 
lawful custodian thereof, or his authorized deputy. The photographing 
shall be done under the supervision of the lawful custodian of said rec- 
ords, who has the right to adopt and enforce reasonable rules governing 
such work. The work of photographing shall, when possible, be done in 
the room where the records, documents or instruments are kept. How- 
ever, if in the judgment of the lawful custodian of the records, docu- 
ments or instruments, it would be impossible or impracticable to per- 
form the work in the room in which the records, documents or instru- 
ments are kept, the work shall be done in some other room or place as 
nearly adjacent as possible to the room where kept. Where the provid- 
ing of a separate room or place is necessary, the expense of providing 
for the same shall be borne by the person or persons desiring to photo- 
graph the records, documents or instruments. The lawful custodian of 
the records, documents or instruments may charge the same fee for 
the services rendered by him or his assistant in supervising the photo- 
graphing as may be charged for furnishing a certified copy or copies of 
the said record, document or instrument. In the event that the lawful 
custodian of said records shall deem it advisable in his judgment to fur- 
nish photographs of such public records, instruments or documents in 
lieu of allowing the same to be photographed, then in such event he 
may furnish photographs of such records and charge a fee of 35¢ per 
page when the page to be photographed does not exceed legal size 
and $1.00 per page when the page to be photographed exceeds legal size 
and where the fees and charges therefor are not otherwise fixed by law. 


Sec. 5. [State Archives Division—Creation. § 43.8.] The Sec- 
retary of State shall provide for a State Archives Division as a repository 
of State records. The State Archives may utilize space in the Archives 
Building or other buildings as may be necessary or appropriate for the 
purpose, in the opinion of the Secretary of State. 


Sec. 6. [Secretary of State to be State Archivist—A ssistants. 
§ 43.9.] The Secretary of State shall be the State Archivist and Rec- 
ords Administrator and he shall appoint such assistants, who shall be 
technically qualified and experienced in the control and management of 
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archival materials and in records management practices and techniques, 
as are necessary to carry out his duties as State Archivist. 


Sec. 7. [Powers and duties. § 43.10.] The Secretary: 

(1) whenever it appears to him to be in the public interest, may 
accept for deposit in the State Archives the records of any agency or of 
the Legislative or Judicial branches of the State government that are 
determined by him to have sufficient historical or other value to warrant 
the permanent preservation of such records by the State of Illinois; 


(2) may accept for deposit in the State Archives official papers, 
drawings, maps, writings, and records of every description of counties, 
municipal corporations, political subdivisions and courts of this State, 
and records of the federal government pertaining to Illinois, when 
such materials are deemed by the Secretary to have sufficient historical 


or other value to warrant their continued preservation by the State of 
Illinois. 


(3) whenever he deems it in the public interest, may accept for 
deposit in the State Archives motion picture films, still pictures, and 
sound recordings that are appropriate for preservation by the State gov- 
emment as evidence of its organization, functions and policies. 

(4) shall be responsible for the custody, use, servicing and with- 
drawal of records transferred for deposit in the State Archives. The 
Secretary shall observe any rights, limitations, or restrictions imposed 
by law relating to the use of records, but he shall not impose restrictions 
or limitations on the use of records that are defined) by law as public 
records or as records open to public inspection; 

(5) shall make provision for the preservation, arrangement, repair, 
and rehabilitation, duplication and reproduction, description, and ex- 
hibition of records deposited in the State Archives as may be needed or 
appropriate; 

(6) shall make or reproduce and furnish upon demand authenti- 
cated or unauthenticated copies of any of the documents, photographic 
material or other records deposited in the State Archives, the public 
examination of which is not prohibited by statutory limitations or re- 
strictions or protected by copyright. The Secretary shall charge a fee 
therefor in accordance with the schedule of fees in Section 10 of “An 
Act concerning fees and salaries, and to classify the several counties of 
this state with reference thereto,” approved March 29, 1872, as 
amended, except that there shall be no charge for making or authenti- 
cation of such copies or reproductions furnished to any department or 
agency of the State for official use. When any such copy or reproduc- 
tion is authenticated by the Great Seal of the State of Illinois and 
is certified by the Secretary, or in his name by his authorized repre- 
sentative, such copy or reproduction shall be admitted in evidence as if 
it were the original. 

(7) Any official of the State of Illinois may tum over to the 
Secretary of State, with his consent, for permanent preservation in the 
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State Archives, any official books, records, documents, original papers, 
or files, not in current use in his office, taking a receipt therefor. 


Sec. 8. [Preservation of records. § 43.11.] The head of each 
agency shall cause to be made and preserved records containing ade- 
quate and proper documentation of the organization, functions, poli- 
cies, decisions, procedures, and esssential transactions of the agency de- 
signed to furnish information to protect the legal and financial rights of 
the state and of persons directly affected by the agency’s activities. 

This section shall not be construed to prevent the legal disposal of 
any records determined by the agency and by the Commission not to 
have sufficient value to warrant their continued preservation by the 
State or by the agency concerned. 


Sec. 9. [Programs for efficient management of records. § 43.12] 
The head of each agency shall establish, and maintain an active, con- 
tinuing program for the economical and efficient management of the 
records of the agency. 

Such program: 

(1) shall provide for effective controls over the creation, mainte- 
nance, and use of records in the conduct of current business; 

(2) shall provide for cooperation with the Secretary in applying 
standards, procedures, and techniques to improve the management of 
records, promote the maintenance and security of records deemed ap- 
propriate for preservation, and facilitate the segregation and disposal of 
records of temporary value; 

(3) shall provide for compliance with the provisions of this Act 
and the rules and regulations issued thereunder. 


Sec. 10. [Transfer of agency records. § 43.13.] Whenever the 
head of an agency determines that substantial economies or increased 
operating efficiency can be effected thereby, he may, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Secretary, provide for the storage, care, and servicing of 
records that are appropriate therefor in a records center operated and 
maintained by the Secretary. 


Sec. 11. [Records not to be damaged or destroyed. § 43.14] 
All records made or received by or under the authority of or coming into 
the custody, control or possession of public officials of this State in the 
course of their public duties are the property of the State and shall not 
be mutilated, destroyed, transferred, removed or otherwise damaged or 
disposed of, in whole or in part except as provided by law. 


Sec. 12. [Surveys of management and disposal practices. 
§ 43.15.] The Secretary shall make continuing surveys of State records 
management and disposal practices and obtain reports thereon from 
agencies. 


Sec. 13. [Improvement of management practices and security of 
records. § 43.16.] The Secretary, with due regard to the program 
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activities of the agencies concerned, shall make provision for the eco- 
nomical and efficient management of records of State agencies by ana- 
lyzing, developing, promoting, coordinating, and promulgating stand- 
ards, procedures, and techniques designed to improve the management 
of records, to insure the maintenance and security of records deemed 
appropriate for preservation, and to facilitate the segregation and dis- 
posal of records of temporary value. The Secretary shall aid also in 
promoting the efficient and economical utilization of space, equipment, 
and supplies needed for the purpose of creating, maintaining, storing, 
and servicing records. 


Sec. 14. [Standards for retention. § 43.17.] The Secretary 
shall establish, standards for the selective retention of records of con- 


tinuing value and assist agencies in applying such standards to records 
in their custody. 


Sec. 15. [Records centers. § 43.18.] The Secretary shall estab- 
lish, maintain, and operate records centers for the storage, care, 
and servicing of records of State agencies pending their deposit in the 
State Archives or the disposition of such records in any other manner 
authorized by law. The Secretary may establish, maintain, and operate 
centralized microfilming services for agencies. 


Sec. 16. [State Records Commission—Membership—Meetings— 
Duties. § 43.19.] There is created the State Records Commission. 
The Commission shall consist of the following members: The Secretary 
of State, or his representative, who shall act as chairman; the State 
Historian, who shall serve as secretary; the State Treasurer, or his au- 
thorized representative; the Director of Finance, or his authorized repre- 
sentative; the Attorney General, or his authorized representative; and the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, or his authorized representative. The Com- 
mission shall meet whenever called by the chairman, who shall have no 
vote on matters considered by the Commission. It shall be the duty of 
the Commission to determine what records no longer have any adminis- 
trative, legal, research, or historical value and should be destroyed or 
disposed of otherwise. 


Sec. 17. [Standards of disposal and reproduction on film. 
§ 43.20.] Regardless of other authorization to the contrary, no record 
shall be disposed of by any agency of the State, unless approval of the 
State Records Commission is first obtained. The Commission shall 
issue regulations, not inconsistent with this Act, which shall be binding 
on all agencies. Such regulations shall establish procedures for compiling 
and submitting to the Commission lists and schedules of records pro- 
posed for disposal; procedures for the physical destruction or other dis- 
Position of records proposed for disposal; and standards for the repro- 
duction of records by photography or microphotographic processes with 
the view to the disposal of the original records. Such standards shall 
telate to the quality of film used, preparation of the records for filming, 
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proper identification matter on the records so that an individual docu- 
ment or series of documents can be located on the film with reasonable 
facility, and that the copies contain all significant record detail, to the 
end that the photographic or microphotographic copies will be ade- 
quate. 


Sec. 18. [Reports and schedules to be submitted by agency 
heads. § 43.21.] The head of each agency shall submit to the Com- 
mission, in accordance with the regulations of the Commission, lists or 
schedules of records in his custody that are not needed in the trans- 
action of current business and that do not have sufficient administrative, 
legal or fiscal value to warrant their further preservation. The head of 
each agency also shall submit lists or schedules proposing the length of 
time each record series warrants retention for administrative, legal or 
fiscal purposes after it has been received by the agency. 


Sec. 19. [Disposition of reports and schedules. § 43.22.] All 
lists and schedules submitted to the Commission shall be referred to the 
Archivist who shall ascertain whether the records proposed for disposal 
have value to other agencies of the State or whether such records have 
research or historical value. The Archivist shall submit such lists and 
schedules with his recommendations in writing to the Commission; and 
the final disposition of such records shall be according to the orders of 
the Commission. 


Sec. 20. [Destruction of non-tecord materials. § 43.23.] Non- 
record materials or materials not included within the definition of rec- 
ords as contained in this Act may be destroyed at any time by the 
agency in possession of such materials without the prior approval of the 
Commission. The Commission may formulate advisory procedures and 
interpretation to guide in the disposition of nonrecord materials. ° 


Sec. 21. [Disposal of records—Consent of agency head. 
§ 43.24.] The Archivist shall submit to the Commission, with his 
recommendations in writing, disposal lists of records that have been de- 
posited in the State Archives as provided in subsections (1), (2), and 
(3) of Section 7 of this Act, after having determined that the records 
concerned do not have sufficient value to warrant their continued 
preservation by the State. However, any records deposited in the State 
Archives by any agency pursuant to the provisions of subsection (1) of 
Section 7 of this Act shall not be submitted to the Commission for dis 
posal without the written consent of the head of such agency. 


Sec. 22. [Disposition of records of terminated state agency. 
§ 43.25.] Upon the termination of any State agency whose function 
or functions have not been transferred to another agency, the records 
of such terminated agency shall be deposited in the State Archives. The 
Commission shall determine which records are of sufficient legal, his 
torical, administrative, or fiscal value to warrant their continued preserva- 
tion by the State. Records that are determined to be of insufficient value 
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to warrant their continued preservation shall be disposed of as provided 
in Section 17 of this Act. 


Sec. 23. [Repeal—Saving clause. § 43.26.] “An Act creating 
the State Records Commission and defining its powers and duties,” ap- 
proved July 23, 1943, as amended, is repealed, but all orders heretofore 
issued by the State Records Commission created by said Act shall 
stand and continue to be in full force and effect. 


Sec. 24. [Penalty for violation. § 43.27.] Any officer or em- 
ployee who violates the provisions of Section 3 of this Act is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $1,000 or by imprisonment in a county jail for not more 
than six months. 


Sec. 25. [Partial invalidity. § 43.28.] The invalidity of any sec- 


tion or part or portion of this act shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining sections or parts thereof.
